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Six Appeal: 6,000 Expected 
At Sixth Annual Dance-A-Thon

An estimated 6,000 people 
are set to dance to the music 
of Jade, Lonnie Gordon, and 
the Uncanny Alliance at 
Moscone Center on Saturday 
night, March 12, at the 6th 
Annual AIDS Dance-A-Thon. 

The five-hour dance ex¬ 
travaganza benefits Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS and the 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, and a portion of the 
funds raised will also go to 
eight other local AIDS service 
groups, including the Gay 
Asian and Pacific Alliance 
Community HIV Project, 
Shanti, and the Black Coali¬ 
tion on AIDS. 

Last year’s Dance-A-Thon 
raised almost $1 million, 
brought in by dancers who re- 
cieved commitments of finan¬ 
cial sponsorship for each hour 
they danced, from friends and 
co-workers. 

The 1994 Dance-A-Thon is 
limited to pre-registered par¬ 
ticipants who bring a mini¬ 
mum of $75 in contributions 
with them to turn in at the 


door. Dancers who turn in 
$250 or more will be awarded 
,a Dance-A-Thon sweatshirt, 
featuring a full color graphic 
by Keith Haring. 

The event, the largest 
dance party in Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia, will be hosted by Os¬ 
car nominee Rosie Perez, 
MCA Recording artist Jody 



Watley, and Phantom of the 
Opera star Davis Gaines, ac¬ 
cording to Craig Miller, co¬ 
producer of the event. 

Along with his partner 
Richard Zeichik, Miller creat¬ 
ed the Dance-A-Thon fund¬ 
raising concept in 1988, and 
Miller Zeichik and Associates 
still holds the production con¬ 
tract here in the Bay Area 


and more than a dozen other 
North American sites. 

The annual event has be¬ 
come so popular in San Fran¬ 
cisco that this year it has been 
moved to the Moscone Cen¬ 
ter’s recently completed 
North Hall, part of the new 
Yerba Buena Project, accord¬ 
ing to Mike Shriver, execu¬ 
tive director of Mobilization 
Against AIDS. 

Although most of the 
funds raised after expenses 
will be split by MAA, The 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, and Shanti, the seven 
other community-based ser¬ 
vice groups who are benefi¬ 
ciaries in the community 
grant program will receive 
grants ranging between 
$10,000-25,000 for their pro¬ 
grams, Shriver said. 

Last year’s AIDS Dance-A- 
Thon raised almost one mil¬ 
lion dollars and after expens¬ 
es netted estimated $500,000 
for MAA and other beneficia¬ 
ries, Shriver said. Miller Ze 
ichik and Associates took 
$95,000 as their producers’ cut

Violence in 1993: Fewer Gay and 
Lesbian Victims, yet More Violence

One quarter of the victims 
who reported anti-lesbian and 
anti-gay incidents to Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence 
last year were physically in¬ 
jured in the assaults. 

The grim statistic reflect a 
growing increase in the vio¬ 
lence of anti-gay attacks, 
even though there was a 16 
percent decrease in the num¬ 
ber of incidents reported to 
CUAV during the last year. 

“We’re noting multiple of¬ 
fenses committed in incidents 
of anti-lesbian and gay vio¬ 
lence, and there is a similar 
trend, nationally,” said Lester 
Olmsted Rose, director of the 
anti violence agency. 

There were 366 incidents 
reported to CUAV in 1993, 
down from 435 incidents re¬ 
ported in 1992 — but the num¬ 
ber of reported offenses in 
the anti-lesbian or anti-gay in¬ 
cidents totalled 724, according 
to the annual report. 

The report also notes that 
there was a 25 percent de¬ 
crease in the number of pri¬ 
mary victims who were the 


subject of the anti-lesbian and 
anti-gay violence — or 397 vic¬ 
tims, compared to 530 in 1992. 
One-third of the physical 


attacks took place in the Cas¬ 
tro and Mission areas. 

Topping the list of victim¬ 
izations were 262 offenses in¬ 
volving anti-gay harassment, 
260 physical assaults, and 122 
threats of violence. The re¬ 
port also noted 12 sexual as¬ 
saults and one arson attack. 

“The statistics indicate that 
the problem of anti-lesbian 
and -gay violence is continu¬ 
ing, just as it has continued 
for years,” said Olmsted-Rose. 
“This is just what’s reported 
to us. It’s a tiny portion of 
what’s actually happening.”

Judges: In California, 
Scouting Is a Business

The three-judge panel of 
the 4th District Court of Ap¬ 
peal in Santa Ana ruled 2 to 1 
February 28 that the Boy 
Scouts of America cannot ex¬ 
clude from membership two 
twins who do not believe in 
God. 

The majority opinion was 
based on the twins’ attorneys’ 
argument that the Boy Scouts 
is a business, and is therefore 
subject to California’s anti-dis¬ 
crimination Unruh Civil 
Rights Act. Dissenting Judge 
David Sills argued that the 
appeals court decision would 
undermine the Scouting tradi¬ 
tion “which teaches duty to 
God and country and the 
virtues of order and disci¬ 
pline.” 

One of the Randall twins’ 
attorneys is Jon Davidson, se¬ 
nior counsel with the ACLU 
of Southern California. David¬ 
son is also lead attorney in 
gay Eagle Scout leader Tim 
Curran’s case against the 
Scouts. An appellate decision 
in that case is expected short¬ 
ly, he says. Davidson used the 
“business” argument in Cur¬ 
ran’s case as well. 

“We’re hopeful that this 
[the Randall decision) will 
have an effect on the judges 
considering of Tim’s case,” 
Davidson said in a March 1 
phone interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter. “There are 
two issues in both cases. One 
is exactly the same: that the 
Boys Scouts is a business and 
is subject to being covered by 
the same anti-discrimination 
law that covers all business 
establishments. The Boy 
Scouts fought that, saying 
they’re not a business and 
they should be allowed to dis-

criminate on any grounds 
they want.” 

The second issue is 
whether the Scouts can use 
the right of free association to 
justify their exclusionary pol¬ 
icy. Along that line of think¬ 
ing, the Boy Scouts can, and 
once did, exclude or segre¬ 
gate boys of color in their 
troops. 

Although there is consider¬ 
able information about reli¬ 
gion in their literature, David¬ 
son says, there is nothing 
written about sexuality, let 
alone homosexuality, which is 
deemed “not a matter for 
scouting.” Therefore, David¬ 
son says, “the judges’ atti¬ 
tudes about homosexuality 
are being influenced” by the 
commonly perceived inextri¬ 
cable link between the Boy 
Scouts and “mom and apple 
pie.” 

The Boy Scouts indicated 
it will appeal the decision in 
the Randalls’ case. Davidson 
expects an appeal, regardless 
of the outcome in Curran’s 
case as well. But in the mean¬ 
time, he says, “this is a nice 
victory in the battles along 
the way. We’re enjoying it.”V

SFGH Clinical Trial Nurses Get the Ax

The AIDS Research Unit 
at San Francisco General 
Hospital, site of AIDS clinical 
trials involving hundreds of 
San Franciscans, is laying off 
its entire UCSF nursing staff, 
a move that the director ac¬ 
knowledges will have a nega¬ 
tive emotional impact on pa¬ 
tients enrolled there. 

“That’s absolutely right. 
Some people have been in a 
trial for years, and it’s going to 
be real hard for them emo¬ 
tionally,” Dr. Mark Jacobson 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“It’s true, and I feel terrible 
about it.” 

Jacobson said the decision 
to lay off the entire staff of 
nine nurses and rebuild the 
department’s staff from 
scratch, ending with three 
nurses and four clerks as a 
cost-saving measure, is due to 
a “budget shortfall” of an esti¬ 
mated $400,000 at the unit. 

The nurses will receive 30- 
day lay-off notices on Thurs¬ 
day, March 10, Jacobsen said 
— and are eligible to apply for 
one of the three positions or 
transfer within the University 
system. 

But, the nurses say, for 
them to transfer to other 
units would force other nurs¬ 


es with less seniority in the 
system from those jobs. 

“It feels pretty awful,” says 
David Gary, R.N., BSN, a re¬ 
search nurse at the unit. “The 
position I’m in right now is 
that I have to bump another 
HIV caregiver, and I don’t 
feel real comfortable with 
that. At the same time, if I 
don’t do that, technically, I’m 
laid off.” 

The nurses also express 
reservations about whether 
clerical staff with no research 
background or prior experi¬ 
ence will be able to under¬ 
stand, track, and capture the 
precise clinical data needed 
from hundreds of patients en¬ 
rolled in an estimated 30 
AIDS clinical trials, ranging 
from vaccines to chemothera¬ 
py at the unit. 

“It’s going to be a tough 
transition time. There could 
be a potential problem in 
terms of data collection,” said 
Jacobson. Still, he believes 
that the clerical staff can be 
trained to be efficient in 
tracking data. 

“We’ll take that chance. 
Our alternative is to close all 
of the studies,” Jacobson said. 

UCSF had 1993 third-quar¬ 
ter profits of $19 million, and a 
total profit for 1993 of over 
$30 million, according to the 


California Nurses Association, 
which has filed a grievance 
with the state’s Public Em¬ 
ployee’s Retirement Board 
over the layoffs. 

But, says Paul Volberding, 
director of the USCF AIDS 
Programs at SFGH, the Uni¬ 
versity is legally prohibited 
from using such funds gener¬ 
ated by patient revenues and 
fees at UCSF Hospital to sup¬ 
port the research program. 

And, although Volberding 
also says there will be a tran¬ 
sition time on the unit as it is 
reorganized, he believes there 
is no alternative to the re¬ 
structuring — and sees no rea¬ 
son for research nurses to do 
tasks that clerks can do. 

“We have to restructure to 
be more efficient,” he said. 
“There’s no reason for a 
nurse to be calling for lab re¬ 
sults” or performing other 
tasks that are essentially cler¬ 
ical in nature. 

The unit has a budget of 
an estimated $1 million dol¬ 
lars a year, from funds gener¬ 
ated by participation in the 
AIDS Clinical Trials Groups 
sponsored by the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health, as well as 
clinical trials sponsored by 
drug manufacturers. ▼ 


Poppers Are Popping Up Again

In last week’s story about 
past and future San Francisco 
sex clubs, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter referred to comments 
made by an audience mem¬ 
ber about a bill now under 
consideration concerning the 
sale and use of nitrate-based 
inhalants, or poppers. The au¬ 
dience member had referred 
to lesbian Latina Supervisor 
Susan Leal as the author of 
the bill, a statement disputed 
by Bevan Dufty of Leal’s of¬ 
fice. In offering a clarification, 
he provided an opportunity to 
further discuss an issue that 
still concerns gay men and 
Health Department officials. 

“Supervisor Leal has not 
introduced any legislation 
based upon criminalizing or 
prohibiting the use of poppers 
or related products,” he said. 
“There are existing city ordi¬ 
nances prohibiting public use 
or use by minors, which was 
enacted several years ago. 
Based upon community re¬ 
quests, the supervisor has 
strictly looked at a draft pro¬ 
posal that potentially could 
tax establishments selling 
such products, in order to 
fund an education program 
around the use of poppers by 


the city’s AIDS office.” 

There was a time when 
poppers, those little bottles of 
highly aromatic chemicals in 
liquid form, were a fixture in 
the gay male community, 
where they were used as a 
sexual stimulant and as a par¬ 
ty drug. That ended when 
some medical evidence, al¬ 
though anecdotal and not 
completely proven, implied 
that poppers and other in¬ 
halants (some high-hungry 
people resorted to making 
and buying leather upholstery 
cleaner or VCR head cleaner 
for the fumes they provide) 
can have a severe impact on a 
person’s immune system, and 
may lead to co-factors in the 
progression of Kaposi’s sarco¬ 
ma lesions, particularly in the 
lungs. • 

The problem, Dufty said, 
is that “the medical evidence 
is not clearcut. Where are the 
studies? There’s no empirical 
evidence.” 

Nevertheless, a federal ban 
on poppers went in effect in 
November, prohibiting cer¬ 
tain chemical bases — which 
hasn’t stopped the use of sim¬ 
ilar products that may be 
even worse for users’ health. 
It’s proof that, as Dufty said, 
often “bans don’t work.” 


Using a more creative ap¬ 
proach to the inhalant ques¬ 
tion, Leal’s office has studied 
the possibility of requiring 
the sellers of such products 
to pay a fee that would fund 
Health Department efforts in 
outreach and prevention ol 
HIV and other sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. 

And, Dufty reiterated, Leal 
had not proposed the law, but 
was merely considering a bill 
that is still up for voting. 

“Supervisor Leal’s office 
believes that unless there is a 
consensus, there should not 
be an invasive approach to 
fighting use of poppers,” Duf¬ 
ty told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“The Coalition for Healthy 
Sex was consulted” about the 
issue, Dufty said. Some mem¬ 
bers of CHS have decided not 
to make a declarative state¬ 
ment about the use of pop¬ 
pers. In the meantime, Dufty 
said, Leal is concerned about 
“what we can do about a harm¬ 
ful drug.” 

His concern about “harm,” 
and that of many other health 
officials, is that poppers can 
make users lose inhibitions 
and forget about safer sex. ▼

City Social Worker's 
Bigoted Memo Blasted

A memo from a Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services work¬ 
er to his superior about home¬ 
less and low income street 
gays has been blasted by gay 
leaders for being both anti¬ 
gay and anti-African-Ameri¬ 
can now that it has come to 
light. 

The worker was involved 
in outreach to homeless per¬ 
sons as part of Mayor Frank 
Jordan’s controversial Matrix 
program, which tries to 
match up indigent street 
dwellers with housing and 
other social services. 

The two-page memo con¬ 
cerned the outreach worker’s 
contacts last September near 
the South of Market multi¬ 
service center, and described 
the clients he contacted across 
the street from the 5th and 
Bryant site. 

In the memo the worker 
describes the “handful of 
clients” encamping across the 
street from the shelter as 
“mainly Latino,” and then 
proceeds to describe the re¬ 
mainder of the people he ob¬ 
served. 

“Just a few gay black 
American clients who go 
there to spread germs 
through their tongues (French 
Style),” is how the memo de¬ 
scribes the homeless African- 
Americans. 

The memo surfaced on 
March 7 at a meeting of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay, 


and Bisexual Democratic 
Club, according to Jerry 
Windley, an aide to Supervi¬ 
sor Angela Alioto. 

Reaction to the memo 
from The National Task 
Force on AIDS Prevention of 
Black and White Men Togeth¬ 
er was immediate. 

“The memo may be taken 
by some to be racist and ho¬ 
mophobic, and people dis¬ 
playing that attitude have no 
business outreaching to that 
population,” said Tony Glover 
of the Brothers Network. 

Glover also called the 
memo “AIDSphobic” and said 
that gay African-American 
homeless people who have 
HIV or AIDS need services, 
and “not that kind of insensi¬ 
tive attitude.” 

The Brothers Network 
conducts outreach to the 5th 
and Bryant multi-service cen¬ 
ter shelter and other home¬ 
less centers in San Francisco. 

Supervisor Angela Alioto, 
who brought the memo to the 
attention of the media, de¬ 
nounced the outreach report 
as “absolutely appalling.” 

“It’s shocking to find that 
kind of attitude from a city 
worker who is supposed to be 
helping homeless,” she said. 

Alioto called for an apolo¬ 
gy to the lesbian and gay and 
African-American communi¬ 
ties by the Department of So¬ 
cial Services. 

“It’s unacceptable behavior 
and we took appropriate dis¬ 
ciplinary action as soon as the

memo was brought to my 
attention,” said Jim Buick, di¬ 
rector of homeless programs 
for Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices. Buick said the DSS 
serves a “diverse community” 
and that the social services 
agency conducts staff sensitiv¬ 
ity training around cultural 
and lifestyle differences. 

And, Buick said, of the 
four DSS workers assigned to 
the Matrix program, two of 
the individuals are gay. 

“There were no previous 
incidents and there haven’t 
been any since,” Buick told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “Be¬ 
cause of the confidentiality of 
personnel matters, I can only 
say we took some action.” ▼

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Planning Commission Hears 
Pros and Cons of Castro Bagelry

The San Francisco Plan¬ 
ning Commission voted on 
Thursday, March 4, to recom¬ 
mend to the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors that the 
HIV/AIDS Life Center and 
Noah’s Bagels be allowed to 
apply for a conditional use 
permit at 400 Castro Street. 

Supporters and opponents 
of the plans to turn a portion 
of the former Bank of Amer¬ 
ican branch into a Noah’s 
Bagels outlet, and use the rest 
of the facility for an AIDS 
service program operated by 
the University of California 
AIDS Health Project, testified 
at the Commission hearing. 

Ann Krowler, a represen¬ 
tative of Marcello’s Pizza’s, 
spoke of merchants’ concerns. 

“All of the [Castro area] 
merchants have seen hun¬ 
dreds of customers die. We’re 
all aware of the decimating 
impact of AIDS in the Castro 
community. We do not de¬ 
bate the need for services,” 
Krowler said. 

Krowler told the commis¬ 
sion that the merchants were 
bothered because they were 
not contacted about the pro¬ 
posed arrangement, and ex¬ 
pressed concern over the fi¬ 
nancial impact on other 
neighborhood businesses. 

Marcello’s is located next 
door to the proposed Noah’s 
Bagels outlet. 

Maurice Darwish, a part¬ 
ner in the Cove Cafe, present¬ 
ed the Commission with sig¬ 
natures of several hundred 
business customers and resi¬ 
dents opposed to the propos¬ 
al. 

Darwish expressed con¬ 
cerns that the site would act 
as a magnet and draw “home¬ 
less persons and troublemak¬ 
ers” to the Castro — which has 
suffered an increase in rob¬ 
beries, burglaries and other 
crimes. The most publicized 
recent Castro crime was the 
robbery/homicide of Steve 
Oh, a clerk at K.D.’s Grog 
and Grocery at 17th and Mar¬ 
ket. 

According to James Dilley, 
AIDS Health Project execu¬ 
tive director, the proposed 
site would draw an estimated 
10,000 clients a year for ser¬ 
vices to the Center. 

The AHP site will be the 
entry point for eight local 
agencies’ intake, education, 
and referral services. 

According to AHP deputy 
director Joanna Rinaldi, the 
site will also provide preven¬ 
tion and education services, 
as well as a confidential — but 
not anonymous — antibody 
test site. The difference is 
that confidential tests, unlike 
anonymous tests, require the 
recording of the identity of 
the test subject through a test 
number. 

Rinaldi told the B.A.R. 
that the anonymous antibody

test site, now located at Dis¬ 
trict Health Center 1 , will not 
move from its 17th Street lo¬ 
cation, contrary to original 
claims by supporters. 

“The increased foot traffic 
in the Castro will not have a 
negative environmental im¬ 
pact on the neighborhood,” 
said Jean Paul Samaha, an

Hallinan, who introduced the 
city ordinance that would al¬ 
low the group to apply for the 
conditional use permit at the 
site. 

“The Center will have a 
positive impact on the delis 
and other businesses in the 
Castro, and it will draw peo¬ 
ple to the Castro,” Samaha 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The proposed ordinance al¬ 
lowing the joint venture will 
now go before the housing 
and land use committee of 
the Board of Supervisors for 
a hearing. 

“Hopefully it will be heard 
by that committee on St 
Patrick’s Day, March 17th 
and then it goes to the full 


board for a vote. Hopefully, 
on the April 4th meeting it 
will pass the board. If that’s 
the way it goes then they can 
apply for their building per¬ 
mit,” Samaha said. 

The building permit would 
then be scheduled for a hear¬ 
ing before the Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

Under an arrangement 
with the Life Center, Noah’s 
would pay $ 120,000 for the 
renovation of 400 Castro, and 
lease the entire site for seven 
years at an estimated rent of 
$5,000 a month, with an op¬ 
tion to renew. 

Noah’s plan to use an esti¬ 
mated 1,500 square feet — or 
20 percent of the site — for its 
retail operation. The Life 
Center will also spend 
$ 100,000 in funds provided by 
the Mayor’s Office of Commu¬ 
nity Development for renova¬ 
tion of the site. 

The Bank of America will 
retain one automated teller 
machine — or eight percent of 
the site — leaving the Life 
Center with the remaining 66 
percent of the facility with 
which to provide a range of 
centralized services including 
psychotherapy, information 
and referral services, antibody 
testing, and social service and 
support group programs for 
people with HIV and AIDS. 

Golden Gate Performing 
Arts will also have a ticket 
booth on site. 

The Life Center plans to 
retain use of the building for 
three years while awaiting 
the construction of its multi- 
AIDS service facility at Mar¬ 
ket and Noe streets. 

Other merchants opposing 
the venture include The Ele¬ 
phant Walk, Hot and Hunky, 
Orphan Andy’s restaurant, 
the South China Cafe, 
Mueller’s Deli, Zapata’s 
Taqueria, the Village Deli, 
and the Castro Cheesery. ▼

of the 1993 Bay Area Dance- 
A-Thon, as they will this year. 
An annual audit of the costs 
of producing the dance party 
for 6,000 revellers will be 
available to interested partic¬ 
ipants and the public. 

“We welcome questions 
about fiscal accountability 
and want to make sure the 


money is well spent,” Shriver 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We’ve increased the commu¬ 
nity grant program this year. 
We have an obligation to our 
community and to people 
who have raised the funds to 
make sure that the money is 
well invested and that they 
know where the money that 
has been raised goes.”

Local Lesbians Resort to Sister Spirit

Wanda Henson was in rare 
form the morning of Tuesday, 
March 2. She was speaking 
on the telephone, as she 
awaited the arrival of five 
Bay Area women — among 
them Lucy Galindo of Sacra¬ 
mento and Alison Gude, Bay 
Area activist and attorney — 
the first in a wave of women 
expected to go to the Missis¬ 
sippi Sister Spirit farm to 
help build a feminist retreat 
and educational/cultural cen¬ 
ter. 

“I sure do appreciate you 
folks at the Bay Area 
Reporter’’ Wanda said, “you 
are my lifeline to the west.” 
Wanda was referring to sto¬ 
ries in the B.A.R. that have 
kept activists busy fundrais¬ 
ing and organizing people to 
go to Ovett and defend the 
land against attacks from ho¬ 
mophobic — and armed — 
neighbors. She said that 
friends have been sending 
copies of the B.A.R. to them 
so they can keep up with out¬ 
side events. 

Camp Sister Spirit and its 
residents have been under in¬ 
creasing attack, despite the in¬ 
tervention of U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno. Accord¬ 
ing to Wanda and her partner 
Brenda Henson, mediators 
from the Justice Department’s 
Community Relations Service 
have said they are just there 
to observe and assess the sit¬ 
uation, which doesn’t provide 
much protection from attack. 

Their Gulf Coast Women’s 
Festival and their Food Clos¬ 
et have made the women fa¬ 
miliar figures to the media in 
Gulfport and Biloxi. One of 
the radio figures who knew 
the Hensons from the coast 
has become news director at 
the local radio station, and 
sent a satellite crew to inter¬ 
view the women because they 
didn’t want to travel the coun¬ 
try roads at night. Wanda said 
he almost lost his job for end¬ 
ing the show with the tag line 
to bigots: “Call off your dogs.” 

However, the show did air 
on Sunday, and brought a call 
from a man who had shot 87 
rounds in a half hour on or 
near the property. He asked 
to speak to “Miss Wanda,” 
and said “You’ll always live 
in fear as long as you’re 
here.” When Wanda told him 
that they would never leave, 
he responded, “I wouldn’t be 
too sure about that.” He then 
tried to goad them by saying, 
“Have you got a guilty con¬ 
science that you think people 
are shooting at you all the 
time?” He told Wanda that he 
could do anything he wanted 
to on his own land and that 
he was teaching his son target 
practice by shooting turtles. 

“Imagine,” Wanda said, 
“the mentality of using living 
creatures for target practice.” 

Wanda said, “Specific red¬ 
necks are coming forward to 
talk to us, but they’re talking 
the stuff the preachers have 
fed them. Like the man who 
called us, I asked him if he 
was the man who came on 
our land on horseback and 
shot up the area behind the 
house. He said he wasn’t but 
he knew who did it. When I 
said we could be good neigh¬ 
bors he was sure we couldn’t 
because he doesn’t want his 
kids to see us. 

“These are the people the 
mediators need to see,” Wan¬ 
da said, “but the mediators 
won’t be able to talk to them 
because they’re afraid of edu¬ 
cated people. These are the 
same people that laughed at

Janet Reno and just know 
they won’t get fair mediation 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment,” she said. 

Wanda also told the B.A.R. 
that now when the women go 
to local stores, “men are grab¬ 
bing their genitals when they 
see us and making up and 
down motions with their 
fists.” However, the day she 
was bracing for was Satur¬ 
day, when a big barbecue, 
gospel sing and festival was 
scheduled at a local public 
school for a fundraiser. 

“They’re in their fifth 
name change,” she said, refer¬ 
ring to the homophobes’ col¬ 
lective group identity. “Now

the group is being called ‘Mis¬ 
sissippi For Family Values’ 
and the fundraiser will be 
held at the Glide Elementary 
School for the benefit of the 
‘Ovett Defense Fund.’” Wan¬ 
da inquired as to the use of 
the school and told the person 
in charge that she was happy 
the public school could be 
rented out for these purposes 
— since she would like to hold 
a dance there. The response: 
“We don’t allow dancing.” 
Wanda said she’ll get back to 
them when she needs to use 
the facility for an event. 

Wanda is busy trying to or¬ 
ganize defense for the land, 
and wants people to know 
about some unique problems 
that have occurred. “People 
have the mistaken notion that 
this is womyns land,” she 
said, “but it’s not. It’s a job 
site and a feminist center. We 
can’t afford to provide the 
board and utilities for people 
who come here.” Wanda said 
people coming to the farm 
who use the utilities, eat the 
communal food, and use the 
bunkhouse that is available 
should expect to donate from 
$35 to $50 a week to Camp 
Sister Spirit. “I feel terrible 
that we can’t support every¬ 
one who comes here,” Wanda 
said, “but it’s just not possible 
with the way our expenses 
have escalated.” Reportedly 
the food is outstanding, pre¬ 
pared by “Adrienne,” a re¬ 
tired chef from Stouffer’s 
who now works at Sister 
Spirit. 

Wanda said the bunkhouse 


is available to women; men 
who come should have self- 
contained units like motor 
homes. “There’s plenty of 
space for men to camp and 
park their motor homes and 
we have some facilities — 
we’ve even got a place picked 
out for a bath house if some 
of the brothers come down 
here and want to build one,” 
she said. The women have 
been having a difficult time 
getting local officials to issue 
a permit for a septic tank in¬ 
stallation and have finally re¬ 
ceived a permit from an out¬ 
side agency. 

Wanda said some people 
arrive with heaters and elec¬ 
tric blankets and blow dryers, 
which is running up their util¬ 
ity bills. “And then there are 
some people who are real dis¬ 
appointed because they want 
to sit and process with us 
about what it’s like to be on 
the edge of death. We simply

A Community Center? 
What's a Community Center? 

If we didn’t know better we might think it was Lou Shel¬ 
don opening a roadside stand at the corner of Castro and 18th, 
instead of Noah’s Bagels, a food vendor. We like bagels, and 
don’t think of them as a threat to the community: we can’t be¬ 
lieve the store’s presence will either bring in or drive out large 
groups of people, nor do we see it as the inevitable ruin of the 
neighborhood’s other food merchants. (For those unaware of 
the story, and the controversy, see Dennis Conkin’s article on 
page 4.) 

This is not an endorsement for Noah’s Bagels, by the way. 
If we were about to sing the praises of a perfect bagel — some¬ 
thing we can do, but won’t, here at least — Noah’s is fine, but 
not the brand about which we’d rhapsodize. 

It does seems fitting that, of all possible fast foods, bagels 
might be what brings a community center to the Castro. Fit¬ 
ting because, like bagels, community centers were humbly 
born under difficult circumstances and their success depends 
as much on the way the ingredients are mixed as on the ingre¬ 
dients themselves. And, to continue an admittedly silly analogy 
farther than we ever intended, both are undeniably better in 
New York than in Los Angeles. 

Meaning no disrespect to our neighbors to the south, the 
New York Gay and Lesbian Community Services Center is 
one of the more exciting buildings in the world, the birthplace 
of ACT UP one evening when Larry Kramer and Martin 
Sheen and some others got up and railed at the system, just as 
if it were the French Revolution. It is a place where Governor 
Mario Cuomo could stand amid a hailstorm of abuse from ac¬ 
tivist Michael Petrelis and where, when that was over, neither 
felt at all unwelcome or unwilling to return. It is the center of 
a community that already considers itself the center of the uni¬ 
verse. It’s quite an accomplishment, made all the more so by 
the drive and determination that made it possible. 

Unlike a lot of other civic buildings in New York, the com¬ 
munity center wasn’t simply donated to the city’s lesbians and 
gays: it was sold at market rate by the Koch administration, 
necessitating huge mortgage payments — and insurance pay¬ 
ments and architects’ fees and building costs, and so forth. To 
make it happen, the citizens had to care deeply, or at least as 
deeply as they could reach into their pockets. And working so 
hard to make it happen also made it vital. 

Los Angeles has a very nice community center that seems 
more sterile, possibly because it — like so much else there — is 
always a drive away, and therefore it seems kind of like a 
drive-through. Honest, we aren’t trying to be bitchy, but we 
have to say if San Francisco is to have a community center we 
hope it will be more like the one they have in New York. 


Creating our center in San Francisco may require some real 
effort — putting a sign on a building and opening its doors is 
only half the chore. It’s like a computer or a VCR: simply plug¬ 
ging it in doesn’t provide any fun. It’s only when you put in the 
program or the tape — or the people — that it becomes exciting. 

We urge you to think about the kind of community center 
yo u want, so that it may do more than simply reflect our di¬ 
verse needs, but also respond to them. To you. It is a blessing 
that in these times when so much of our money already goes 
to the AIDS front, a business (Noah’s or any other) might spare 
the community some of the expense of creating a center. But 
it would be a shame if anyone then thought because of its rel¬ 
atively modest cost it must be of little value. 

What do you want your center to be? Think about it, talk 
it over with your friends. Or write to us, and tell us your ideas:

If all the 400 Castro Street site becomes is another bureau¬ 
cracy, or a bureaucracy of bureaucracies, it is wasted space, 
and we may regret its opening more than any bagel shop. ▼ 



Don't Drink and Ride, Either

When we first heard about the AIDS Ride 
— the 7-day, 465-mile bike-a-thon from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles scheduled for May — 
we enthusiastically signed up and convinced 
others to join us, each committing to raise 
$2,000 in pledges. The event seemed like an 
ideal way to promote the health and well-being 
of the lesbian and gay community. The riders 
will not only raise money for AIDS services in 
Los Angeles but also embody our community’s 
resilience in the face of AIDS and our growing 
commitment to healthy living. 

Then we learned that the AIDS Ride had 
accepted Tanqueray as its “exclusive presen¬ 
ter” and that the new logo, billboards, and T- 
shirts would credit the gin producer for the 
event — in exchange for Tanqueray’s “donation” 
of $170,000. One newsletter for riders declared, 
“We Love Tanqueray,” and invited us to a par¬ 
ty featuring free samples of our “now favorite 
gin.” A subsequent newsletter boasted that 
“hundreds of riders” at this party had “strolled 
around ... sipping Tanqueray-spiked punch.” 
This party effectively promoted drinking and 
riding. 

If the purpose of the AIDS Ride is to pro¬ 
mote the health and well-being of the lesbian 
and gay community, then sponsorship of the 
ride by any alcoholic beverage company con¬ 
tradicts that purpose in at least four ways: 1) 
the connections between alcohol consumption, 
HIV transmission and immunosuppression 
demonstrate the utter incompatibility of pro¬ 
moting alcoholic products while fighting AIDS; 
2 ) the long-term health costs to our community 
of this kind of alcohol marketing outweigh the 
short-term benefits; 3) the Tanqueray sponsor¬ 
ship extends the alcohol industry’s legacy of 
exploiting the “misery market” of communities 
on the social and economic margins, including 
the lesbian and gay community; and 4) commu¬ 


nity health cannot improve as long as we con¬ 
tinue to deny the social nature of alcohol con¬ 
sumption in our community; just as AIDS is a 
public health issue that leaves no room for 
blaming the individual, the high rate of alcohol 
consumption in the gay community also results 
from social patterns and should be treated as 
a social epidemic, not just as a matter of per¬ 
sonal responsibility. 

As a community pattern and not just an in¬ 
dividual problem, high-risk alcohol consump¬ 
tion among lesbians and gays requires commu¬ 
nity-wide solutions. Only within the past 
decade have the Gay Games and Living Sober 
presented our community with healthier mod¬ 
els of living and interacting. At the 1990 Van¬ 
couver Gay Games, the most popular social 
event was a smoke-free dance. Among the 
growing ranks of Living Sober and the multi¬ 
tude of 12-step programs in our community are 
individuals who protect one another from re¬ 
lapse. The California AIDS Ride should have 
been built on these models. Instead, we now 
embrace a gin producer and send out a bizarre 
message that associates drinking with commu¬ 
nity well-being. 

The AIDS Ride sends a dangerously mixed 
message that leaves us with painfully mixed 
feelings. On the one hand, we hope the ride 
raises lots of money, and we certainly do not 
intend to sabotage the event nor dash the spir¬ 
its of the riders whose lives will be enriched by 
the experience. On the other hand, we feel it is 
important to initiate in the lesbian and gay 
community an honest dialogue about the costs 
of our collective dependence on alcohol and 
about the responsibilities we have to one an¬ 
other to encourage healthier patterns of inter¬ 
acting. We hope that, as a community, we can 
learn from the lessons of the AIDS Ride so 
that in the future we can work together more 
productively and less ambiguously for the 
health of our community. ▼

Innovative Neglect 

When I came to San Francisco nearly three years 
ago, I had had little experience or knowledge of the 
AIDS epidemic. I had been living in Palo Alto and was 
a member of a women’s peace organization, the Penin¬ 
sula Chapter of the Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom. We were more concerned with 
people suffering abroad than with the suffering here 
at home. 

I remember my increasing sense of shock and pain¬ 
ful concern as I met people here who worked tirelessly 
to control the pandemic and bring the spread of HIV 
to a halt. I met many people who are HIV-positive. I 
admire and respect these people. 

Last Thanksgiving, I had the experience of living 
in the same house with a person with full-blown HIV. 
The non-profit corporation which manages the house 
decided — amazingly — to rent the basement unit, 
comprising a bedroom and bath, to a 44-year-old man 
afflicted with chronic dementia and intermittent 
myopathy. I opposed this man’s tenacy; the landlord 
summoned police to help settle the sick tenant in his 
rooms on Nov. 27, 1993. 

The tenant, desparately ill, returned to his home in 
Atlanta in the middle of Feb. 1994. An account of the 
many police calls and 5150 decisions putting the te¬ 
nant into Langley Porter and the psych ward at SF 
General would be superfluous now. In retrospect, the 
whole ordeal of 2Vi months seems a nightmare. 

The landlord simply dumped this tenant, departed 
and bothered no more with him. I tried to get compe¬ 
tent help. Last week, I was describing this ghastly situ- 
tion to a local pharmacist who asked me kindly, “Was 
there a visiting nurse?” 

No, there was no visiting nurse. I am appalled at the 
brutal neglect of this unfortunate man and at the tragic 
isolation that he endured. Aren’t non-profits suppos¬ 
ed to be benevolent?

What I am saying is that 
the oppression towards wimmin is staggering and we 
need your support, not your ignorant and self- 
absorbed misconceptions about “apathetic” lesbians. 

I applaud Jay Davidson’s letter (the one that was 
printed above yours). He wrote in concern and sup¬ 
port for what is happenigto two lesbians in Mississip¬ 
pi. He also acknowledged the energy that lesbians 
have put towards the gay community and asked for 
reciprocity.

... And Throw Away the Key 


D espite the California 
senate’s overwhelm¬ 
ing vote (29-7) last 
week to send Gover¬ 
nor Pete Wilson a strong 
“three strikes and you’re out” 
bill that would mandate life 
in prison for three-time vio¬ 
lent felon offenders, and de¬ 
spite Wilson’s immediate 
swipe of the pen to sign the 
legislation into law, sponsors 
of an initiative that duplicates 
the bill are pressing to have it 
put to the voters in the 
November election. The spon¬ 
sors have decided that they 
need the strong anti-crime 
law verified by voters as well 
as the legislature, because vot¬ 
er-approved initiatives take 
precedence over statutes en¬ 
acted by lawmakers and some 
backers of the law are wor¬ 
ried that the legislation 
passed last week in Sacra¬ 
mento might somehow not be 
as strong as the one that ap¬ 
pears on the ballot. 

Politicians from both par¬ 
ties have been caught up in 
the “lock ’em up” frenzy of 
1994 election year politics, 
and some candidates have 
taken to making statements 
that appear designed to fur¬ 
ther frighten and worry the

voters as the pols scurry to 
climb aboard the “get tough” 
political train. Making a pitch 
to voters at a luncheon recent¬ 
ly in the state capital, Attor¬ 
ney General Dan Lungren 
served up his cry for a crack¬ 
down when he announced 
boldly that “when we’re talk¬ 
ing about repeat offenders, no 
criminal class has a greater 
level of recidivism than child 
molesters.” 

Interestingly, statistics 
from Lungren’s own state Jus¬ 
tice Department office show 
that that statement simply 
isn’t true. A 1988 report stat¬ 
ed that “sex offenders do not 
differ significantly in terms of 
overall recidivism from most 
other types of offenders.” As 
the San Jose Mercury News 
commented, “Lungren is one 
of many politicians who ... is 
manipulating, misunderstand¬ 
ing, misreading, misrepresent¬ 
ing or simply ignoring the 
credible body of research and 
statistics on crime and punish¬ 
ment.” 

Ironically, Lungren was 
himself accused of ethical 
wrongdoing by reporters last 
week when it was discovered 
he was sending out fundrais¬ 
ing letters for his own cam¬ 
paign in a supposed effort to 
help the “three strikes and 
you’re out” initiative. In fact, 


after the veiled suggestion 
that the funds would go to 
fight for the initiative, those 
being solicited for money 
were asked to send their 
checks to the “Lungren for 
Re-election” campaign. 

Incidentally, San Francis¬ 
co’s two state senators, Demo¬ 
crat Milton Marks and Inde¬ 
pendent Quentin Kopp, voted 
against the three strikes bill 
last week, citing a number of 
reasons, among them the ex¬ 
pense factor (the cost of build¬ 
ing the necessary prisons 
alone has been estimated at 
$21 billion plus over the next 
20 years). 

Politics and people 

When newspapers report¬ 
ed recently that the SF dis¬ 
trict attorney and the police 
were investigating the possi¬ 
ble loss of big bucks in park¬ 
ing revenues at Candlestick, 
Supervisor Tom Hsieh, the 
chair of the Supervisors Bud¬ 
get Committee, reasonably 
enough requested a routine 
audit of Tax Collector Thad 
Brown’s office to see if it was 
doing all it could to collect 
whatever taxes might be 
owed (it’s done all the time at 
city departments and agen¬ 
cies). Supes Angela Alioto 
and Sue Bierman, clearly re¬ 
acting to fears that their ac¬ 
tion might somehow be seen 
as racist (Brown is a promi¬ 
nent African-American), re¬ 
fused to go along. The latest 
example of “Profiles in 
Courage” at Silly Hall? 

Move over Oprah and Sal¬ 
ly Jesse — and get ready for 
the Willie Brown talk show. 
Speaker Willie goes on the 
air March 14 with a weekday 
morning show on Sacramen¬ 
to’s KCRA-TV for a 13-week 
tryout to be continued if the 
ratings justify it. Does it 
sound like fun? Well, Willie 
challenged a studio audience 
at the show’s first taping to 
“get ready to be challenged, 
aroused [?] and motivated.” 

The Pentagon’s new policy 
on gays in the military took 
effect last week with a re¬ 
vised set of guidelines being 
issued to commanders in the 
field. The revisions make 
clear that the Department of 
Defense judges “suitability of 
persons to serve in the armed 
forces on the basis of conduct, 
not sexual orientation,” ac¬ 
cording to a Pentagon spokes¬ 
person. The revisions do not 
change the policy of “don’t 
ask, don’t tell, don’t pursue.” 

Well, all right! The Ventu¬ 
ra, California, city council last 
week repealed a 26-year-old 
law prohibiting club owners 
from allowing people of the 
same sex to dance together. 

And in New Orleans, state

senator Marc Morial, the 36- 
year-old son of the late for¬ 
mer Mayor Ernest “Dutch” 
Morial and an African-Amer¬ 
ican, won Saturday’s mayoral 
runoff in a bitter, racially 
charged battle, despite being 
labeled, among other things, 
“bisexual” by opponents. 

Quentin Kopp told Bruce 
Pettit on his Viacom inter¬ 
view show that “no way” 
would he endorse Dianne 
Feinstein this year, and al¬ 
though he had many compli¬ 
mentary things to say about 
her likely GOP opponent 
Michael Huffington, the “Q” 
fell far short of endorsing 
him. Kopp said it was “far too 
early” to talk about the next 
mayoral race, but he did say 
that those thinking of running 
would be fools to write off 
Frank Jordan, despite his con¬ 
tinuing political troubles.

Not So Impromptu...

A couple of years ago 
my mother phoned to 
tell me about two 
great movies she had 
seen. Intrigued by the life of 
George Sand, Mom was de¬ 
termined to see Impromptu. 
She found a theater that was 
showing it as part of a dou¬ 
ble-feature by pairing it with 
a sneak preview of a new 
film. 

Having enjoyed Impromp¬ 
tu, Mom almost didn’t stick 
around for the second film. 
She decided to give it a go 
and, that evening, phoned me 
to recommend two movies: 
Impromptu and Thelma and 
Louise. 

I took her advice on Thel¬ 
ma and Louise right away, 
but only got to Impromptu 
last week. 

What a treat it was! Judy 
Davis is captivating as Georg;e 
Sand, and the film’s portrait 
of the rebel writer arriving at 
literary salons in trousers had 
me wanting to learn more, 
about this woman who 
prompted the 19th-century 
Russian novelist Ivan Tur¬ 
genev to remark, “What a 
brave man she was, and what 
a good woman!” 

The real life Sand, born 
Amantine-Lucile-Aurore 
Dupin, was admired by the 
likes of Whitman, Flaubert, 
and Elizabeth Barrett Brown¬ 
ing, though perhaps best 
known for her cross-dressing 
and cigar-smoking in 19th-cen¬ 
tury literary salons. 

Sand’s own journals reveal 
a willingness to use both the 
masculine and the feminine 
when referring to herself.

Some biographers have por¬ 
trayed her gender-bending as 
liberated, while others have 
viewed it as a means of sur¬ 
vival. 

Naturally, a woman in 
trousers in France at that 
time, particularly one who 
was an unapologetic adulter¬ 
ess, invited allegations of all 
sorts. Sand’s relationships 
with men are well recorded, 
and her affair with Chopin is 
the focal point of Impromptu. 

My plunge into her biogra¬ 
phies revealed that the sexual 
component of her relation¬ 
ships with women is harder 
to come by. The strongest 
case for her bisexuality seems 
to be her relationship with ac¬ 
tress Marie Dorval. It was one 
of Dorval’s male lovers, the 
poet Alfred de Vigny, who re¬ 
ferred to Sand as “that 
damned lesbian” — which puts 
either Sand or Roberta Acht- 
enberg (or both) in excellent 
company. 

Anyway, I enjoyed Im¬ 
promptu even without any 
reference to Sand’s affairs 
with women. There’s an ex¬ 
hilaration to the way she flies 
in the face of convention. The 
film explores gender roles 
without making the frail and 
feminine hero Chopin or the 
strong and masculine heroine 
pay for their transgressions. 
The two find space to be who 
they are and to love as they 
love. 

While biographers paint a 
more painful and complex 
picture of her life than the 
film, Sand, by virtue of her 
status as an artist, seems to 
have found privilege and pro¬ 


tection in her eccentricities. 
The scandal attached to her 
name — often more based 
upon rumor than Sand’s own 
behavior — served only to 
make her all the more fash¬ 
ionable a guest to have at a 
party. 

A RuPaul in reverse, Sand 
may have benefited from a 
19-century relative of contem¬ 
porary Lesbian Chic; let’s 
call it Trendy Transvestism 
of Avant-Garde Androgyny. 
Despite the scandals sur¬ 
rounding her trousers and 
smoking, Sand was popular 
in her day and rarely es¬ 
poused a political philosophy 
that challenged the status quo 
as much as her personal ap¬ 
pearance. 

At a time when French 
feminists were calling for the 
woman’s vote, Sand was re¬ 
markable un-allied with most 
of the feminist positions. Lit¬ 
tle that Sand did filtered 
down to the average woman. 

It’s not so different today. 
If a few performers, artistic 
types, play with gender-bend¬ 
ing, well, most people write it 
off as a publicity stunt, atten¬ 
tion seeking, or just good the¬ 
ater. 

No Sand in Nebraska 

But, what passes as gen¬ 
der-bending in one life may 
be central to identity in an¬ 
other person’s life, and it may 
carry a different price. Toler¬ 
ance for gender ambiguity is 
a lot narrower than the media 
or the fashion industry would 
have us think. While design¬ 
ers and advertisers push all 
sorts of gender transgressions 
for those who can afford to 
keep up with the latest urban 
trends, The recent murder of 
Teena Brandon may be the 
clearest reminder that cross¬ 
dressing can be life-threaten¬ 
ing. 

Teena Brandon, a 21-year- 
old transsexual who went by 
the name Brandon Teena, 
had been living in Humboldt, 
Nebraska in the fall of 1993 
when she met Lana Tisdel, 
19, at a party. Passing as a

young man, Brandon began 
dating Tisdel. 

While responding to a cita¬ 
tion on suspicion of being a 
minor in possession of alco¬ 
hol, Brandon was arrested on 
forgery charges. Tisdel paid 
the bail, and noticed that 
Brandon had been held in a 
women’s cell. Brandon is re¬ 
ported to have told Tisdel of 
undergoing hormone treat¬ 
ments to become a man fol¬ 
lowing the arrest. Brandon 
was “outed” as a female in 
the local newspaper’s court 
report. 

Soon after, John Lotter, 22, 
and Marvin Nissen, 21 — 
friends of Tisdel who had be¬ 
friended Brandon when they 
thought she was a man — al¬ 
legedly began a pattern of ha¬ 
rassment that started when 
they stripped Brandon before 
Tisdel on Christmas Eve to 
prove that she was female.

Later that evening, the two al¬ 
legedly abducted Brandon, 
and beat and raped her. 

Despite Brandon’s hospital 
treatment and the police re¬ 
port that followed these 
events, the two men re¬ 
mained free of charges. On 
New Year’s Eve, these two 
men allegedly broke into the 
house where Brandon was 
sleeping and shot Brandon 
along with the other two in 
the house at the time, Bran¬ 
don’s friends Lisa Lambert 
and Phillip DeVine. 

Apparently, the local au¬ 
thorities didn’t feel they had 
enough evidence to charge 
Lotter and Nissen with the 
rape until after the murder. 
Furthermore, they reportedly 
failed to see any connection 
between Brandon’s sexual 
identity and the killing. 

The alleged rape suggests 
that the killers thought of 
Brandon as a woman rather 
than a transsexual or a man. 

It remains unclear whether 
they believed they were pun¬ 
ishing a woman for living as a 
man, for trying to be some¬ 
one they deemed she was not, 
or for dating someone of the 
same biological sex. It is 
clear, however, that in our 
culture all three of these acts 
remain taboo in our culture. 
And depending upon one’s 
circumstances, the penalty for 
trespassing may be very high 
indeed. 

George Sand’s literary tal¬ 
ent and economic indepen¬ 
dence bought her the privi¬ 
lege of individually trans¬ 
gressing in public, much like 
the way Boy George and 
Madonna can in our culture. 
Only when enough people 
start feeling a filter-down ef¬ 
fect or hearing an explicit po¬ 
litical message in the art does 
the backlash kick in. 

Brandon Teena was not 
protected by class status or 
fame. John Lotter and Marvin 
Nissen did not need to hear a 
political message to feel 
threatened and to feel justi¬ 
fied in their violence. I sus¬ 
pect they just didn’t like the 
idea of someone so different 
from them living so close to 
home. 

The next time I see a 
glossy, marketable reference 
to androgyny, cross-dressing, 
or transsexuals, I will remem¬ 
ber to place it in a larger con¬ 
text — a context of privilege 
and safety. The next time I 
hear reference to “women 
born women,” I will remem¬ 
ber Brandon Teena and be 
sure to let individuals define 
themselves for themselves. 

While k.d.. lang and Cindy 
Crawford can collect for their 
fun little subversive spoof of 
Norman Rockwell’s America 
on the cover of Vanity Fair, 
cross-dressed seduction still 
does not play well in Nebras¬ 
ka.

A Kiss Is Still a 
(Heterosexist) Kiss

T he much-awaited “les¬ 
bian kiss” episode of 
Roseanne (March 1) fi¬ 
nally beamed across the 
globe. The program had be¬ 
come mired in controversy fol¬ 
lowing reports that ABC in¬ 
tended to censor the episode. 
Series producers Roseanne and 
Tom Arnold began a media 
blitz and the television network 
ultimately supported airing the 
show. 

And what did viewers see? 
All-in-all, the program offered 
up a fairly mixed message. The 
“lesbian” episode managed to 
effectively combat homopho¬ 
bia, though it still reinforced 
heterosexism. 

In the first place, it’s unclear 
whether a kiss between a het¬ 
erosexual woman playing a les¬ 
bian character (Mariel Heming¬ 
way) and a heterosexual wom¬ 
an playing a heterosexual wom¬ 
an (Roseanne Arnold) is even a 
“lesbian kiss.” Arguably, such 
imagery merely perpetuates 
the stereotypical and heterosex¬ 
ist portrayal of predacious (or 
just plain stupid) homosexuals. 
In any event, the five-second 
kiss was shot from an angle 
that showed very little kissing. 
For all the controversy, the mo¬ 
ment came and went rather 
quickly. Despite it flaws, how¬ 
ever, the scene brought an un¬ 
doubted message of hope and 
affirmation to young and closet¬ 
ed viewers across the country 
who rarely (if ever) see portray¬ 
als of same-sex affection. 

Though the kissing scene 
was rife with heterosexism, the 
program as a whole confronted 
homophobia. Roseanne’s char¬ 
acter took a good (and funny) 
look at her own insecurities, 
particularly her anxiety about 
being labeled “gay.” 

In one scene, Roseanne ad¬ 
mits she was wrong Roseanne 
hopes that her lesbian friend 
Sandra won’t think of her as 
“not cool” because she is un¬ 
comfortable with the “gay” la¬ 
bel. Sandra replies: “I’m not 
comfortable with everything 
about you either. Every time I 
think about you and Dan in 
bed ... Yuck!” 

A tag scene at the end of the 
episode showed Roseanne and 
husband Dan in bed. Roseanne 
tells Dan that she had been 
kissed by someone else; Dan is 
upset until he learns that the 
“other man” was really a wom¬ 
an. His anger turns to arousal, 
and the scene offered a self-crit¬ 
ical commentary on the main¬ 
stream media’s willingness to 
exploit lesbian sexuality for the 
benefit of heterosexual men.

And a Bigot Is Still a Bigot... 

The controversy surround¬ 
ing the “lesbian” Roseanne 
episode has been deemed a 
“publicity stunt” by some crit¬ 
ics. However, TV Guide’s crit¬ 
ic, Harry Stein, argues that 
Roseanne Arnold’s campaign to 


get the show aired was nothing 
more than “extortion, and 
could, under slightly different 
circumstances, get the perpetra¬ 
tor tossed in prison.” In his 
March 5 essay titled “Do We 
Really Need to See Roseanne’s 
Latest Kiss?,” Stein suggests 
that lesbian love is offensive (or 
at least confusing) to the “toler¬ 
ant traditionalists” who make 
up the bulk of the TV viewing 
audience. Stein quotes an Ohio 
man who asks: “Don’t they [the 
TV producers] have any con¬ 
cern about the influence of 
what they pump into our 
homes?” Stein concludes by 
stating that, in light of this “les¬ 
bian kiss,” Roseanne Arnold 
“now seems poised to take her 
[character] in directions that, as 
far as many of us are con¬ 
cerned, ought to have been left 
between her and her therapist.” 

To suggest that homosexual¬ 
ity is strictly a matter for clin¬ 
ical treatment is nothing but 
blatant, antiquated homopho¬ 
bia. In his professed concern 
over the impact of what is 
“pumped into America’s 
homes,” Stein doesn’t bother 
himself with the fact that tele¬ 
vision mostly pumps heterosex¬ 
ism and homophobia into our 
living rooms. Decades of such 
televised bigotry have taken a 
terrible toll that Stein prefers 
to ignore.

past, former Mayor David 
Dinkins refused to march in 
the parade because gays/les¬ 
bians were excluded, but not 
new GOP mayor, Rudolph 
Giuliani. Hizzoner not only 
says he will not condemn the 
organizers for their blatant ho¬ 
mophobia but also states, “I’m 
certainly going to march” in 
the March 17 parade, adding 
that gays have “plenty of other 
forums to express their point 
of view, such as the Gay Pride 
Parade.” 

However, in Florida, the 
state Supreme Court last week 
killed an anti-gay rights 
amendment headed for the 
November ballot, saying the 
measure would encroach on 
government authority, mislead 
voters and limit basic rights. 

Oops, former San Jose May¬ 
or Janet Gray Hayes, a sup¬ 
porter of gay and lesbian 
rights while in office (from 
1975 to 1983) is suing publish¬ 
ers (Prentice Hall Trade and 
Simon & Schuster) of a new 
book on American history, 
Chronicle of America, be¬ 
cause the tome erroneously 
lists her as “an avowed homo¬ 
sexual” (no lesbian she, says 
the woman married to the 
same man for more than 40 
years). 

Copycat Department: Now 
that California has officially 
moved its presidential primary 
from June to an earlier March 
date, New York is planning on 
moving theirs to an even earli¬ 
er date in March so as to have 
a greater impact on the out¬ 
come of the primary fight than 
that of the larger California 
delegation. ▼

AmFAR Raises $850K at 
Liz's Country Birthday Bash

Saturday, February 26, 
looked like a hoe-down at the 
Beverly Hills branch of the 
OK Corral — OK, it was actu¬ 
ally the Beverly Hilton Hotel 
— with some of America’s 
richest people all gussied up 
as cowpokes. For regular ben¬ 
efit-goers who are tired . of 
their tuxes, AmFAR’s “Two- 
Stepping For The Cure” 
country-western theme was a 
welcome opportunity to strut 
around in ranch gear during 
Clint Black’s finger-popping 
performance, and to whoop it 
up like Gabby Hayes when 
Liz Taylor accepted birthday 
congratulations. 

Unfortunately, a gabby 
haze is what almost over¬ 
whelmed the entire evening, 
which was produced to raise 
funds for AIDS research. The 
dinner chatter almost over¬ 
whelmed Time Warner Inc.’s 
Dick Munro, for instance, 
when he accepted an award 
for outstanding corporate 
leadership in the HIV/AIDS 
battle. He told those who 
could hear him that Time 
Warner never considered 
AIDS “‘their’ problem .... one 
that the rest of us could sim¬ 
ply ignore” and is still com¬ 
mitted to “fighting bigotry 
and indifference ... with the 
facts.” 

Dr. Joel Weisman, the gay 
doctor who was a discoverer 
of the then-unnamed and un¬ 
described AIDS — and who 
was an AmFAR founding 
board member and board 
chair from September 1988 to 
February 1992 — also accepted 
an American Foundation for 
AIDS Research Award of 
Distinction that night. 

He, too, was difficult to 
hear over the dinner din, al¬ 
though phrases like “no ware¬ 
housing” for people with 
AIDS were audible and gar¬ 
nered some applause. 

“There will be not a lot of 
photo opportunities — just 
hard work in medical labs ... 
until a cure is found,” Weis¬ 
man said. Until then we must 
depend on organizations such 
as AmFAR for help, he said, 
while “ensuring PWAs the 
highest quality of healthcare” 
and pressing the government 
not to compromise healthcare 
in the name of lowering the 
deficit. According to a recent¬ 
ly released survey by Pacific 
Oaks Medical Group to which 
Weisman belongs, 65 percent 
of people with HIV/AIDS rat¬ 
ed President Clinton “fair to 
poor” in his response to 
AIDS. 

After dinner the dancing 
started, with “two-stepping” 
dance lessons — girls on one 
side, boys on the other; cou¬ 
pled — to afford everyone an 
opportunity to enjoy the coun¬ 
try fun. Several men looked 
uncomfortable at first: some 
held their dance partners so 
tentatively a few on-lookers 
wondered aloud how long it 
had been since the dancers 
had danced with women. Fi¬ 
nally the strain was too much 
and some gay men started 
dancing together. Soon sever¬ 
al gay twosomes could be 
seen dancing together — and 
so could at least one lesbian 
threesome. 

A message from Bill 

Around 9 p.m. the country 
revellers were asked to take 
their seats again for a special 


congratulatory video pre¬ 
pared by President Clinton, 
with a message reminding 
them of why they were there. 

‘‘Tonight if you look 
around the room in which 
you’re gathered, you see the 
faces of those who under¬ 
stand, the faces of those who 
know too well the agony, 
grief, and the desperation that 
accompanies AIDS. But grief 
did not bring you together 
tonight and you know that 
compassion alone will not 
provide answers,” the Presi¬ 
dent said. Rather it is deter¬ 
mination to find a cure with 
AmFAR “crucial to the suc¬ 
cess of this work” in funding 
those who will “put an end to 
this terrible epidemic.” 

But, said Clinton, ‘‘we 
must [also] cure the ignorance 
and denial that leads far too 
many people, especially 
young people, to put them¬ 
selves at risk for HIV and 
AIDS. We must challenge 
and overcome the misguided 
fears that hinder our ability to 
teach children the important 
information about how to pre¬ 
vent HIV infection. We must 
stamp out the prejudice that 
still confronts people with 
HIV in daily lives and we 
must cure a health care sys¬ 
tem that isn’t there for many 
of those who need it most.” 

His administration, the 
President said, “shares the de¬ 
termination reflected in the 
faces of all of you gathered 
tonight” by having raised the 
AIDS research budget, sup¬ 
porting the creation of a 
strengthened Office of AIDS 
Research at NIH, and by ap¬ 
pointing a national AIDS Co¬ 
ordinator. “We must continue, 
all of us, to do what we can,” 
including through private sec¬ 
tor organizations such as Am¬ 
FAR,” he intoned. 

In closing, Clinton congrat¬ 
ulated Elizabeth Taylor, Am¬ 
FAR Founding co-chair Dr. 
Malthilde Krim, and the 
night’s honorees — “including 
two people who are very spe¬ 
cial to me: my good friends 
David Mixner and Elizabeth 
Glaser [co-founder of Pedi¬ 


atric AIDS]. I count myself 
among the thousands who 
have been inspired by them. 
We’ll fight on together for the 
cure.” 

After the video, Krim in¬ 
troduced Mixner as a man 
who, ^ among other achieve¬ 
ments, has “served as the Ad¬ 
ministration’s conscience with 
regard to AIDS.” Mixner re¬ 
ceived AmFAR’s Sheldon W. 
Andelson Public Policy 
Achievement Award. 

Remembering Andelson 

For many of the gays in 
the audience who remember 
prominent businessman Shel¬ 
don Andelson’s long fight for 
gay visibility before he died 
of AIDS, what had been qui¬ 
etly missing from the eve¬ 
ning’s festivities was suddenly 
illuminated — namely, there 
was nothing “gay” about it, 
even though the majority of 
those contracting and dying 
of AIDS are still gay men. 

Mixner took the stage, 
thanked Andelson’s family, 
saying “we feel his presence 
here tonight,” then said: “I’m 
David Mixner and I am a gay 
man and I’ve lost 200 friends 
to AIDS, including the man I 
loved most in my life.” 

For some the moment was 
like the shattering of a glass — 
or a social taboo. Others 
stopped talking and started to 
listen. 

“I’ve learned something 
through this journey as a gay 
man in the battle against 
AIDS,” Mixner continued. 
“I’ve learned that I’ve buried 
too many of my friends who 
were ashamed of being gay 
when they died. I’ve watched 
too many families of my 
friends grieve in embarrass¬ 
ment because their son was 
gay. It is not acceptable — it is 
not acceptable to bury any 
more of our people without 
freedom. 

“We must have both a cure 
and freedom.” 

It is not acceptable, said 
Mixner, to live in a “world of 
tyranny and slavery.”

Victory Fund Brings Political 
Expertise to Southern California

With the explosion of les¬ 
bian and gay visibility during 
the 1992 elections, and the 
mounting national homopho¬ 
bic attacks orchestrated by 
the religious far right, many 
politicos in the lesbian and 
gay community have conclud¬ 
ed that it is no longer suffi¬ 
cient to fund and vote for 
non-gay, pro-gay politicians. It 
is time, they say, to elect “our 
own.” 

To that end, the national 
Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, a Washington-based or¬ 
ganization that raises “early 
money” for selected gay and 
lesbian candidates around the 
country, has launched the Vic¬ 
tory Fund Training Institute. 
The training is designed to 
teach actual or prospective 
lesbian and gay candidates, 
campaign managers, fundrais¬ 
ers and other political support 
staff the nuts and bolts of run¬ 
ning a successful campaign. 

On February 25-27, the In¬ 
stitute brought its training 
seminars to Los Angeles. Fa¬ 
cilitated by the Victory 
Fund’s experienced political 
consultants David Fleischer 
and Liz Kaufman, with added 
help from local consultant 
Sue Burnside (currently man¬ 
aging Steve Martin’s West 
Hollywood city council cam¬ 
paign), the training brought 
together some of California’s 
best and brightest leaders. 

Thirty-two people were se¬ 
lected to attended the semi¬ 
nar at the Gay & Lesbian 
Center, from a pool of 260 
people Fleischer says he 
spoke to on the telepone and 
92 who applied. Forty-seven 
percent of the attendees were 
women, 28 percent were peo¬ 
ple of color. “This is the 
biggest training we’ve done,” 
Fleischer says. “There are so 
many great people who ap¬ 
plied, we had a problem se¬ 
lecting. There is enough tal¬ 
ent in Southern California

alone to warrant a second 
weekend.” 

State Assembly candidates 
Sheila James Kuehl (41st Dis¬ 
trict) and John Duran (42nd 
District) were boning up on 
winning tactics. Others, such 
as San Franscico’s Catherine 
Dodd and Elizabeth Birch 
(National Gay & Lesbian 
Task Force Board Co-Chair), 
Marin County’s Wanden Tre- 
anor, Los Angeles’ Gwen 
Baba (the Center’s new Board 
Co-Chair) and Peter Mackler 
(California Senate Pro Tern 
Bill Lockyer’s new gay liai¬ 
son) and Sacramento’s Laurie 
McBride (LIFE Lobby execu¬ 
tive director) were learning 
the ropes for a possible later 
run for office. 

Others, such as San Fran¬ 
scico’s Ron Wong (currently a 
fundraiser for Tom Ammi- 
ano’s supervisor campaign) 
and Orange County Republi¬ 
can activist Pat Callahan, 
were more interested in cam¬ 
paign structure and manage¬ 
ment. 

“We’ve spent a lot of time 
talking about reaching out 
and expanding our base of 
support. But the most impor¬ 


tant thing I’ve learned so far,” 
Dodd said at a mid-weekend 
lunch break, “is how to do a 
plan, how to get there. With a 
concrete plan of action, more 
of us will be successful.” 

Also under discussion in 
the room full of political ac¬ 
tivists was an op-ed article 
written by far right winger 
and former presidential can¬ 
didate Pat Buchanan in the 
Los Angeles Times, support¬ 
ing the so-called “quota-bust¬ 
ing” California Civil Rights 
Initiative. 

The measure — which 
would have to pass the scruti¬ 
ny of the (openly gay) acting 
Secretary of State who is 
campaigning for the job, 
Tony Miller — would repeal 
all of California’s affirmative 
action programs. 

“It’s ironic,” says Assembly 
candidate Duran, “but Pat 
Buchanan may have done us 
a favor. By pushing for the re¬ 
peal of their civil rights, he’s 
linked us to the people of col¬ 
or communities.”

performed “remarkable feats 
as a community of people” 
during the 12 years of the 
AIDS crisis, he reminded the 
crowd. “We have travelled 
great journeys, and done 
things that many of us never 
thought we had the capacity 
to do. We have the ability to 
have a vision of a world 
where people are cured of 
AIDS and the talents and 
uniqueness and skills are held 
in high esteem, and not op¬ 
pressed.” 

Paraphrasing observations 
made by Ernest Hemingway, 
watching fighters carrying 
their dead during another im¬ 
possible war, Mixner said: 
“These are our dead. And we 
give them to the earth. And 
as long as the earth lasts so 
will the memory of our dead. 
And through their nobility 
and through that memory and 
through the gift of their 
courage — never again will we 
return to tyranny.” 

Pediatric AIDS co¬ 
founders Elizabeth Glaser, 
Susan DeLaurentis, and Susie 
Zeegan received the Am- 
FAR’s Courage Award fol¬ 
lowing Mixner’s passionate 
remarks, with Glaser paying 
special tribute to Dr. Michael 
Gottlieb for connecting the 
critical new organization with 


AmFAR. They were followed 
by a greatly appreciated half- 
hour concert by country star 
Clint Black. 

Quiet at last 

The most anticipated event 
of the evening was AmFAR’s 
tribute to AmFAR National 
Founding Chair Elizabeth 
Taylor on the occasion of her 
62nd birthday. The star had 
considerable difficulty mak¬ 
ing it to the stage, escorted by 
Disney major domo Michael 
Eisner and Clint Black. She 
has put off having hip re¬ 
placement surgery to help her 
friend Michael Jackson and to 
appear at APLA’s Commit¬ 
ment to Life Awards and the 
AmFAR event. 

But once Taylor gripped 
the side of the podium for sta¬ 
bility, her strength emerged, 
and it looked as if the star 
was about to deliver a soulful 
summing up of what AmFAR 
is all about. The International 
Ballroom fell quiet as she 
talked about fighting the 
“deep prejudice” surrounding 
AIDS, and about those 
who’ve been “disregarded” 
and those “we’ve grieved.” 
We can’t, the star said, “re¬ 
store society impoverished by 
their loss,” but we can gain 
strength from “the million 
who marched to Washington 


to declare ‘Enough is 
Enough!” 

“We’ve learned great 
lessons of dignity only those 
battling for their lives could 
teach,” Taylor said. And then 
she implored those in the au¬ 
dience from the entertain¬ 
ment industry to make films 
like Longtime Companion, ... 
And the Band Played On, and 
Philadelphia — films to force 
“the public to understand 
what AIDS means. ... AIDS 
has millions of stories.” 

Taylor also emphasized the 
need for education and — for 
“those at risk who will just not 
listen” — clean needles. “We 
will do whatever it takes,” she 
vowed. 

Taylor also remembered 
Sheldon Andelson and others 
who’ve died from AIDS, and 
offered up a prayer that 
“maybe this year we will have 
a cure.” Eisner then presented 
her with a mock-up of a check 
for $850,000. She accepted it, 
and then, as she was helped 
off the stage she whispered in 
the microphone: “I wish it was 
a million.” 

By the end of the evening, 
as dancers took to the floor 
and early risers took to the 
door, gays and straights mixed 
comfortably, warmed by the 
good time and knowledge of a 
cause well served. ▼

It seems particularly fitting 
to remember, as the world en¬ 
ters the Chinese Year of the 
Dog, the expression “every 
dog has his day.” The gay and 
lesbian Asian community is 
no exception: its day finally 
came on a full moon, Febru¬ 
ary 27, 1994, the day Asians 
from around the globe united 
to celebrate the new year. 

This 4,692th consecutive 
celebration set several 
records: for instance, the 
string with the largest num¬ 
ber of firecrackers — 200,000 — 
was lit by Mayor Jordan, and 
the first gay and lesbian 
Asian groups marched in the 
parade through Chinatown. 
Even the dragon one of those 
groups carried must have set 
some kind of record: most 
dragons are made in China 
and weigh several hundred 
pounds, but the Gay Asian 


Pacific Association dragon 
weighed fifteen pounds and 
was made here in San Fran¬ 
cisco, of red and lavender bal¬ 
loons and foam. 

There was some concern 
at first by the gay Asian com¬ 
munity, which was represent¬ 
ed by the Older Asian Sisters 
in Solidarity (OASIS), the 
Asian Pacific Sisters (APS), 
and Gay Asian Pacific Al¬ 
liance (GAPA), about how 
they would be accepted by 
their people. After all, they 
had read about how the Irish 
community refused their les¬ 
bian and gay brothers and sis¬ 
ters the opportunity to march 
in New York’s Saint Patrick 
Day parade. 

Would history repeat itself 
in San Francisco? 

Fortunately, the Asian 
gays started off with no ad¬ 
ministrative hassles: “We 
didn’t experience any prob¬ 
lems at all. I’m really happy 
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with the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce for allowing us to 
participate,” said Dennis Lee 
of GAPA. 

“I think it is significant for 
Chinatown and its communi¬ 
ty to let this happen, but I 
think a few people will be 
turned off by us,’’ said 
Jeanette Lazam, San Francis¬ 
co Human Rights Commis¬ 
sioner, shortly before the pa¬ 
rade started. 

The B.A.R. asked several 
other participants what they 
thought about having the 
Asian gay/lesbian community 
in the parade: 

“I think it’s great to see 
that there’s a gay and lesbian 
organization in the parade 
this year, because I believe 
that this festival should not 
have any discrimination, be¬ 
cause it’s to celebrate all peo¬ 
ple,” said Amy Hsu, the 1994 
Miss Chinatown, USA. 

_.“ Sa n Francisco is so diver¬ 

sified, and this is a free coun¬ 
try, and if the [Asian] gays 
and lesbians want to march in 
the parade it’s fine with me,” 
said Officer Wong of the San 
Francisco Police Department 
Lion Dance Team. 

“My personal opinion is it 
doesn’t bother me at all, as 
long as they keep in good 
conduct and don’t bother any 
other people,” said Master 
Tat-Mau Wong of the Tat 
Wong Kung Fu Academy. 

“I can’t believe they 
weren’t in last year,” said 
Cindy Chin, program coordi¬ 
nator of the Asian-American 
Donor Program. 

“It’s time that the Chinese 
community recognize their 
gay brothers and sisters,” said 
Mabel Teng, who is running 
for Board of Supervisors and 
is currently serving on a com¬ 
munity college board. 


Boos amidst the cartoons 

The crowds pushed in and 
out against the metal fence 
like a tide, to get a good look 
at all the floats, street cars, 
and marching bands moving 
down Kearny Street. They 
cheered characters from Chi¬ 
nese folklore, television news¬ 
casters, clowns on stilts, and 
many others. Even Mickey 
Mouse, Pluto, Roger Rabbit, 
and Goofy showed up this 
year. The parade continued as 
scheduled, but the party at¬ 
mosphere would soon change. 

Several members in the 
crowd began hissing and boo¬ 
ing when someone arrived. It 
wasn’t the lesbian and gay 
contingent that was getting 
the raspberry, however, but 
the city politicians in their 
convertible Mustangs. 

“Hey, didn’t you have 
enough to drink before the 
parade?” an onlooker shouted 
at a member of the San Fran-

cisco Board of Supervisors. 

Someone even threw 
garbage at one politico’s vehi¬ 
cle. 

Meanwhile, the Asian gays 
and lesbians were now sever¬ 
al floats behind. Would they 
get similar disrespect from 
the rowdy members in the 
crowd? 

The world would soon 
find out as the Asian gays and 
lesbians marched onto Kear¬ 
ney with a large banner that 
read: “We Are Your Family.” 

Several marchers blew 
loud whistles while the others 
chanted, “We’re gay, we’re 
Asian, we’re all across the na¬ 
tion.” 

Mr. and Ms. GAPA were 
inside a moving pagoda, 
topped with Chinese lanterns. 
Men with ferns around their 
heads — symbolizing Pacific 


Islander pride — carried a 
large purple Godzilla with 
red flashing eyes, on a palan¬ 
quin. The women from APS 
and OASIS dressed as dogs 
and phoenixes, and had char¬ 
acters printed across their 
uniforms reading, “love of 
woman.” 

Behind them, another 
group of men and women 
proudly exhibited their beau¬ 
tiful red and lavender dragon, 
moving it in the traditional 
water snake form. 

They marched on, their 
hearts beating, their faces full 
of excitement and pride. 
They bravely advanced and 
received loud cheering from 
the crowd. Not phony hand 
claps, but shouts of encour¬ 
agement and acceptance. Ev¬ 
erybody could see that the 
members from GAPA, APS, 


and OASIS were proud of 
their sexuality, race, and their 
participation in a great San 
Francisco tradition. The peo¬ 
ple of San Francisco wit¬ 
nessed a genuine mutual 
bonding within the Asian 
community. 

“We’re out here in num¬ 
bers, showing the community 
that we’re proud and gay,” said 
Mr. GAPA, as he waved 
to the roaring crowd. 

“I think the entry was long 
overdue and I’m surprised 
that it took them so long to 
attend the Chinese New Year 
parade,” said an elderly Chi¬ 
nese woman who sat on the 
sidewalk with her sleepy 
malamute. 

Even Buddha must have 
been happy with this year’s 
parade addition. After all — it 
didn’t rain. ▼ 
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Landmark Lesbian Health 
Summit Held in Washington

The National Lesbian 
Health Policy Roundtable 
seemed to sneak into town on 
cat’s paws, quietly, with no 
fanfare and with only the 
briefest press advisory, near 
its conclusion, of a reception 
in the Capitol Building. 

Seventy of the nation’s 
most prominent lesbian 
health care advocates and 
practitioners came to Wash¬ 
ington for a long weekend of 
meetings at the end of Febru¬ 
ary. On Tuesday, March 1, 
they split up for a series of 
education and lobbying meet¬ 
ings with their representa¬ 
tives in Congress and within 
various parts of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (HHS). 

Impetus for the meeting 
had come from the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund 
(HRCF), which invited co¬ 
sponsorship with the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF), the National Center 
for Lesbian Rights (NCLR), 
and the National Lesbian and 
Gay Health Foundation (ND 
GHF). 

Joyce Hunter, president of 
NLGHF, said “the seeds of 
this meeting were set at [our] 
1991 conference in New Or¬ 
leans, when the lesbians said 
that we have to address our 
issues in a more visible way 
than has been done in the 
past.” She is excited by this 
beginning. 

Marci Wasserman, HRCF’s 
principal organizer, saw the 
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meeting as an opportunity to 
share “what we learned at the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services and what is 
goingon on Capitol Hill, how 
we can affect that, and also to 
help define what lesbian 
health is.” 

Inclusiveness was a prima¬ 
ry factor in both the organiz¬ 
ing and low public profile of 
the meeting. “This time it 
was an invitation-only meet¬ 
ing, specifically because we 
wanted to hold down the 
number of whites attending,” 
said Marj Plumb, health poli¬ 
cy director for NGLTF. “We 
funded about half of the par¬ 
ticipants to come, with schol¬ 
arships.” 

Most participants at the re¬ 
ception mentioned that there 
had been “some difficulties, 
some bumps in the road 
along the way” during the 
three days of meetings, as 
HRCF’s Beth Cohen put it. 
They saw that as a natural 
product of the diversity pre¬ 
sent and didn’t feel it imped¬ 
ed the discussions. 

Many noted that the divi¬ 
sions of interests tended to 
fall along class or economic 
lines. While the barriers to 
quality lesbian health care are 
greater than simply those of 
money, those barriers can of¬ 
ten be reduced with the ac¬ 
cess that money provides. 

“We can’t forget about 
class. Class makes a big dif¬ 
ference in whether or not you 
have access,” said Carmen 
Vazquez, with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Health’s 
Gay and Lesbian Health Ser¬ 
vices. 

What's a “lesbian?” 

Defining “lesbian health 
care” was another core issue 
for the participants. “It is a 
big community,” said Plumb. 
“They do drugs, they are 
HIV-positive, they have can¬ 
cer, they have children, they 
have men in their lives, they 
don’t have men in their lives. 
... It is complicated.” 

“We want to make sure 
that definition is as broad and 
as inclusive as possible,” said 
Wasserman. She sees this 
group as a way to help edu¬ 
cate and define the issues 
through both legislation and 
the agencies which imple¬ 
ment policy. 

“Part of the process is 
burning into the conscious¬ 
ness of providers, and people 
who make policy, and our 
own larger community [the 
concept of this diversity]” said 
Vazquez. “It is to make visible 
what has long been invisible.” 

Vazquez’s lobbying mes¬ 
sage is clear. “They need to

think about lesbian health 
care as specific and different 
problems within health care. 
In many ways they are differ¬ 
ent, in many ways they are 
the same.” 

Amber Hollibaugh, with 
the Gay Men’s Health Crisis 
in New York City, cited a 
common example: “When you 
go in for drug rehabilitation 
they work on your sexual ori¬ 
entation, because they think 
that is why you have a drink¬ 
ing or drug problem,” she 
complained. “You’re not get¬ 
ting what you need.” 

‘You can provide access to 
health care, but if it isn’t qual¬ 
ity care, appropriate care, 
people often drop out of the 
system. ... It has to be more 
than services on paper,” said 
Hunter. 

“Research is key” to Paula 
Ettlebrick, from the New 
York office of NCLR. “Until 
you can go to Congress or the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) with 
hard core statistics and data 
on the state of lesbian health, 
you are not going to get the 
funding for education, or 
community services, or addi¬ 
tional medical research.” 

She believes that the wom¬ 
en’s health initiative, a recent¬ 
ly announced, multi-year $600 
million study, is going to be 
very important in gathering 
that data. Lesbian health ad¬ 
vocates mounted a sustained 
effort to be explicitly includ¬ 
ed in that project. HHS has 
agreed to include specific 
questions on female to female 
sexual practices. 

How to sum up the meet¬ 
ing? “We now have a touch¬ 
stone,” said Hollibaugh. “We 
never had that before, we 
were spread out around the 
country, all overworked. Now 
Marj [Plumb] and Marci 
[Wasserman] are here. Their 
job is to try to figure out the 
national scene ... and coordi¬ 
nate us.”T

60 percent of the victims 
who reported incidents were 
between the ages of 22-45, 
and 31 percent of the as¬ 
sailants were under 21. 

Some form of weaponry 
was used in 62 percent of the 
reported incidents, including 
fists and feet as well as rocks, 
hammers, and other objects. 
Clubs and bats were used in 
18 incidents, knives in 17, and 
guns in nine. 

The annual report also 
noted that 23 incidents con¬ 
cerned verbal abuse or phys¬ 
ical violence by police and 


other law enforcement offi¬ 
cers. 

More than 1,813 anti-gay 
episodes were reported to six 
lesbian and gay victim ser¬ 
vices agencies around the 
country in 1993, according to 
the annual report of the Na¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force Policy Institute. 

The New York City 
metropolitan area reported 
the highest number of anti¬ 
gay incidents (587), followed 
by San Francisco, Minneapo¬ 
lis/St. Paul (229), Chicago 
(204), and Boston (187). 

The majority of the inci¬ 
dents reported involved ha¬ 
rassment, followed by physi¬ 
cal violence. ▼

Disgraced Gay Sailor Charges 
Banks Colluded with Military

Norbert MacLean’s story 
so far has been confined to 
the financial pages of the 
Washington Post but he may 
be about to have his 15 min¬ 
utes of fame as the next 
poster boy in the fight over 
gays in the military. 

MacLean, 23, was a cryp¬ 
tographer in the Navy, re¬ 
sponsible for encoding and 
decoding messages, serving 
primarily in Washington. His 
job performance ratings were 
typically laudable. 

He was arrested in April 
1992 and thrown in the brig 
for 118 days at the Quantico 
Marine base south of Wash¬ 
ington, on charges of unex¬ 
plained absences, forgery, and 
bouncing checks. 

He maintains that the bank 
in question made a $600 trans¬ 
fer out of his account, which 
he says he did not authorize, 
resulting in bounced checks 
that were not his fault. He 
said he pleaded guilty to 12 
counts of writing bad checks 
when he was first confronted 
with the charges, because he 
was told that was the only 
way to avoid serving more 
time in jail. 

MacLean believes the en¬ 
tire investigation was instigat¬ 
ed and continued because he 
is gay, and the military was 
simply looking for a way to 
force him out. He is prepar¬ 
ing administrative and legal 
challenges to that action. 


What sets this case apart 
from the all-too-familiar paral¬ 
lel cases of persecution of les¬ 
bians and gays in the military 
is that MacLean didn’t stop 
there. He is suing the finan¬ 
cial institutions that cooperat-

ed with the Naval Investiga¬ 
tive Service (NIS) in its inves¬ 
tigation of his finances. 

During proceedings before 
the military court it became 
clear that the institutions co¬ 
operated with NIS, without 


first obtaining MacLean’s con¬ 
sent and without the NIS ob¬ 
taining a subpoena. Such co¬ 
operation is a violation of fed¬ 
eral financial privacy laws. 

MacLean filed a $2 million 
suit in early February against 
Riggs National Bank, Ameri¬ 
can Security Bank, and sub¬ 
sidiaries of Citibank and 
Sears, Roebuck and Co. 
American Security has since 
settled for an undisclosed 
amount. 

In papers filed March 3, 
Riggs acknowledged that one 
of its employees had in¬ 
formed the Navy and other 
federal agencies of “suspected 
check fraud” by MacLean. 
However, it maintained this 
did not violate his financial 
privacy. A Riggs spokesman 
declined to comment beyond 
what was entered into the 
court record. 

MacLean is keeping a low 
profile somewhere in Florida. 
His lawyer, Paul Moriarty, 
has also kept mum. In a con¬ 
versation on February 17, Mo¬ 
riarty cited the sensitivity of 
the appeal, which is still with¬ 
in the system of military jus¬ 
tice, and a possible civil rights 
action against the Navy. 

Moriarty has a background 
in military jurisprudence. He 
seemed largely unfamiliar 
with the federal court challen¬ 
ges of Joe Steffan and Keith 
Meinhold to the military’s 
anti-gay policies. Those cases 
are now at the appeals court 
level. T

Calls a'Major Change' in Policy

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
U.S. President Bill Clinton’s 
policy allowing lesbians and 
gay men to serve in the 
armed forces — provided they 
keep their sexual orientation 
secret — finally has been in¬ 
corporated in Defense De¬ 
partment directives, the Pen¬ 
tagon said Tuesday, March 1. 

Spokeswoman Kathleen 
deLaski said the Pentagon’s 
General Coun¬ 
sel Jamie Gore- 
lick signed the 
final version of 
the directive 
Monday night. 

Approval of 
the directive, 
which will now 
become the ba¬ 
sis of separate 
regulations is¬ 
sued by the in¬ 
dividual ser¬ 
vices, follows 
weeks of cut¬ 
ting and pasting 
to accommo¬ 
date concerns 
from the ser¬ 
vices and con¬ 
gressional crit¬ 
ics of the new policy. 

DeLaski denied the 
changes substantively affected 
the new policy, which has 
been popularly described as 
“don’t ask, don’t tell, don’t 
pursue.” 

The policy means service 
members cannot be asked 
whether they are homosexual 
but also are forbidden from 
declaring openly that they are 
gay or to engage in homosex¬ 
ual conduct while serving. 

Unit commanders are for¬ 


bidden from ordering investi¬ 
gations just to determine a 
service member’s sexual ori¬ 
entation, a once-common 
practice called “witch hunt¬ 
ing.” 

The original draft of the 
new Pentagon policy direc¬ 
tive was released last Decem¬ 
ber by then-Defense Secre¬ 
tary Les Asp in. 

“This was a very sensitive 
and emotionally charged issue 
and people had a lot of com¬ 
ments,” deLaski 
said, “so we 
tried to incorpo¬ 
rate them. 

Delaski noted 
that the “don’t 
ask” portion of 
the new policy 
has been in ef¬ 
fect for more 
than a year. In 
February 1993, 
military re¬ 
cruiters were 
forbidden to ask 
prospective re¬ 
cruits whether 
they were gay, a 
question that 
had formerly 
been required. 

Most of the 
revisions of the new policy 
draft, she said, were in those 
provisions in the “don’t pur¬ 
sue” category. 

These define commanders’ 
authority to investigate allega¬ 
tions of homosexual conduct, 
which remains forbidden, and 
spell out the procedures to be 
followed to remove overt ho¬ 
mosexuals from the services. 

“It is complicated,” deLaski 
acknowledged. “It’s a major 
change in policy and we want 
it to be clear to everyone.” ▼

Several AIDS researchers 
reported, at a recent scientific 
meeting, that protective anti¬ 
bodies elicited by several 
promising AIDS vaccines 
were unable to block infec¬ 
tion by many strains of HIV- 
1 in an important laboratory 
test known as a viral neutral¬ 
ization assay. 

The sobering scientific re- 
. ports have stirred debate in 
the AIDS research communi¬ 
ty, and have prompted repre¬ 
sentatives from the National 
Institute of Health (NIH) to 
explore the implications of 
the test results, vis-a-vis a $10 
million dollar Phase 3 AIDS 
vaccine clinical trial sched¬ 
uled to start in late 1994. 

The trial is expected to in¬ 
volve at least 5,000 HIV-nega¬ 
tive participants nationwide, 
categorized as at high risk for 
exposure to the AIDS virus. 
A decision on whether to pro¬ 
ceed with the clinical trial in 
1994, or postpone it, is expect¬ 
ed within the next few 
months. 

The gloomy laboratory test 
results were reported at the 
National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Disease’s (NI- 
AID) 6th Annual Conference 
on Advances in AIDS Vac¬ 
cine Development in Novem¬ 
ber 1993. The conference pro¬ 
ceedings were summarized in 
Science magazine [Science 
262:980-981 (1993) J. 

Real World Viruses 
vs. Laboratory Isolates 

The viral neutralization as¬ 
say involves mixing blood 
from individuals immunized 
with a vaccine with different 
viral isolates and determining 
whether each of the individu¬ 
als has developed protective 
neutralizing antibodies which 
prevent infection of white 
blood cells; antibodies that do 
not neutralize a viral chal¬ 
lenge are worthless. The crux 
of the problem with the HIV 
study is whether researchers 
should test the laboratory iso¬ 
lates of HIV used to develop 
a vaccine, or real world “field 
isolates” freshly harvested 
from HIV-infected individu¬ 
als. 

Thomas Matthews, a re¬ 
searcher at Duke University 
and a key figure in the testing 
of the AIDS vaccines, report¬ 
ed that blood samples isolated 
from 40 individuals inoculat¬ 



ed with six different vaccines 
were unable to protect white 
blood cells from infection by 
fresh field isolates of HIV. In 
contrast, laboratory-adapted 
strains of HIV used to devel¬ 
op the vaccines were neutral¬ 
ized by the blood samples. 
Researchers from biotechnol¬ 
ogy companies and govern¬ 
ment agencies echoed similar 
findings in independent viral 
neutralization assay experi¬ 
ments. 

Why use laboratory strains 
of HIV to develop the vac¬ 
cine? According to Patricia 
Fast, Director of Phase 1 and 
Phase 2 AIDS Preventative 
Vaccine Trials for NIAID’s 
Vaccine Branch, Division of 
AIDS, “Fresh field isolates of 
HIV cannot efficiently infect 
T-cell lines, which are essen¬ 
tial for propagation of HIV, 
used to characterize the 
virus’s pathology, replication, 
and lifecycle in a laboratory 
setting. Two variants of HIV- 
1, MN and SF2, were used to 
develop the AIDS vaccines. 
These HIV strains were ini¬ 
tially isolated from infected 
individuals, successfully prop¬ 
agated under laboratory con¬ 
ditions, and later found to be 
representative of the predom¬ 
inant strains of HIV found in

a majority of infected individ¬ 
uals in North America and 
Europe.” 

Virus mutation rate 

When asked about the dif¬ 
ficulty in designing a success¬ 
ful vaccine to HIV in humans, 
Fast commented, “The vexing 
truth is that the continuous 
evolution and mutation of 
HIV, whether in humans or 
in the laboratory, has imped¬ 
ed design of a successful vac¬ 
cine. The typical mutation 
rate of HIV is 1 percent per 
year, exceptionally high com¬ 
pared to the human genome 
or other viruses. All known 
HIV variants can be grouped 
into five subtypes, but there 
are many related but unique 
strains in each subtype. 

“The coat protein in HIV, 
gpl20, varies by an average of 
32 percent among the five 
subclasses. HIV-1 strain MN, 
from which some of the 
gpl20 vaccines were devel¬ 
oped, falls within one particu¬ 
lar subtype to which nearly 
all virus isolates identified in 
the U.S. belong. In order for a 
vaccine to be 100 percent ef¬ 
fective, neutralizing antibod¬ 
ies must recognize each and 
every subtype — if the vaccine 
works by neutralization.” 
Some vaccines work by cell- 
mediated immunity instead of 
neutralization, activating 
memory T-cells. 

Fast implied that a vaccine 
that was effective in protect¬ 
ing only 50 percent of the ex-

posed individuals in a popula¬ 
tion would represent bold 
progress, given the odds of 
developing a vaccine that is 
100 percent effective. Some 
researchers have suggested 
that a single inoculation with 
a particular viral coat protein 
just wouldn’t be effective. 
Rather, a cocktail of several 
strain isolates which contain 
different neutralizing determi¬ 
nants on the virus coat, boost¬ 
ed several times, would have 
a higher probability of suc¬ 
cess. 

In the wake of the report¬ 
ed failure of the vaccines to 
elicit antibodies that effective¬ 
ly neutralize fresh field iso¬ 
lates of HIV, Fast suggested 
that a new standard to mea¬ 
sure vaccine efficacy should 
be developed for use in viral 
neutralization assays. She sug¬ 
gested using difficult to neu¬ 
tralize strains of HIV-1 SF2 or 
MN that have never been 
grown in the laboratory, 
rather than strains that have 
been selected for laboratory 
experiments and propagated 
on T-cell lines. 

Neutralizing determinants 

Currently, there are 27 
AIDS vaccines in different 
stages of development or test¬ 
ing, of which more than 20 in¬ 
clude, wholly or in part, the 
viral coat protein gpl20 or its 
precursor, gpl60. AIDS vac¬ 
cines currently in clinical tri¬ 
als in San Francisco include 
gpl20 vaccines developed by 
Genentech and Chiron/Bio- 
cine, and a gpl60 vaccine 
manufactured by MicroGe- 
neSys. 

The gpl20 vaccines devel¬ 
oped by Genentech and Chi¬ 
ron appear to be the top two 
choices for Phase 3 clinical 
testing if NIH officials give 
the green light for trials to be¬ 
gin in late 1994. The two vac¬ 
cine formulations differ in 
that they were developed 
from different strains of HIV 
and use different adjuvants. 
Adjuvants are substances that 
boost the potency of a vaccine 
in stimulating different 
“arms” of the immune system. 
Both vaccines have per¬ 
formed well in Phase 2 clini¬ 
cal trials; Phase 2 trials seek 
to answer questions about 
vaccine safety and magnitude 
and nature of the immune re¬ 
sponse.

Scientists Discuss Other 
Vaccine Problems in S.F.

While AIDS activists de¬ 
mand a cure for AIDS, scien¬ 
tists say when and if an effec¬ 
tive preventive HIV vaccine is 
developed, it will not be the 
“magic bullet” the world is 
hoping for and will present 
United States policy makers 
with complex, controversial 
decisions. That and a new 
look at the origins of sexual 
orientation were discussed at 
the 146th convention of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science con¬ 
vention here last month. 

“An efficacious HIV vac¬ 
cine will not eradicate the 
AIDS epidemic,” said Ber¬ 
nard Lo, M.D., professor of 
medicine and director of the 
University of California at 
San Francisco’s program in 
Medical Ethics. 

Lo stressed the point that 
the development of an HIV 
vaccine is not just a matter of 
research [see accompanying 
story, “Hopes for AIDS Vac¬ 
cine Imperiled by New Test 
Data” by Dan Medynski] but 
also involves complex legal 
and political issues. Among 
his reasons why the vaccine 
will not be 100 percent effec¬ 
tive, the majority are not 
problems of medicine. 

Because HIV is rapidly is 
spreading among African- 
Americans, Hispanics, and in¬ 
jection drug users, “such per¬ 
sons are often economically

and socially disenfranchised,” 
he said. “They lack, most of 
all, access to the health ser¬ 
vices system. It will be hard 
to reach them for vaccina¬ 
tion.” 

In addition, Lo cited the al¬ 
ready huge deficits faced by 
federal, state and local gov¬ 
ernments a vaccination pro¬ 
gram would have to compete 
with other health programs. 
“Financing a vaccine program 
in the U.S. will be a major 
problem,” he said. 

Due to huge losses in prod¬ 
uct liability suits, drug compa¬ 
nies will be concerned about 
their legal liability and their 
issues will have to be ad¬ 
dressed. 

“Without special legisla¬ 
tion to reduce their liability, 
drug companies may be reluc¬ 
tant to market an HIV vac¬ 
cine or set the price so high 
as to limit access.”

anchored on the T-cell surface, 
enabling HIV to infect these 
cells. Are researchers justified 
in selecting just one viral pro¬ 
tein on which to base a vac¬ 
cine? Yes. There is ample 
precedent with the Hepatitis B 
vaccine, developed jointly by 
Chiron and Merck, where a 
single viral protein subunit 
was used successfully to im¬ 
munize humans. Furthermore, 
in 1990, Philip Berman at 
Genentech, along with collab¬ 
orators at the Foundation for 
Medical Research in San An¬ 
tonio, Texas, demonstrated 
that a protective response to 
HIV could be developed in 
chimpanzees immunized with 
just the outer coat protein, 
gpl20, of the virus. 

Logic would have it that 
antibodies that prevent gpl20 
from binding to CD4 would be 
most effective in preventing 
HIV infection. Surprisingly, 
the principle neutralizing de¬ 
terminant of gpl20 resides in a 
segment of the coat protein 
molecule, the V3 loop, which 
is not directly involved in the 
gpl20/CD4 fusion process. An¬ 
tibodies directed against the 
V3 loop region alone are par¬ 
ticularly effective at blocking 
HIV infection of different HIV 
strains; furthermore, the V3 
loop is the target most com¬ 
monly recognized by killer T- 
cells. Unfortunately, the V3 
loop of gpl20 is known to be 
among the most variable re¬ 
gions of the coat protein, dif¬ 
fering in amino acid sequence 
by as much as 50 percent 
among different HIV-1 sub- 
types. Nevertheless, antibodies 
against a partially conserved 
four-amino acid sequence in 
the V3 loop exhibit strong 
neutralization properties and 
form a focal point for develop¬ 
ing an effective vaccine. 


Clinical trials 

NIAID’s AIDS Vaccine 
Clinical Trial Network is the 
largest cooperative clinical tri¬ 
al group in the U.S. Between 
1988 and 1992, more than 1,100 
men and women participated 
in Phase 1 and Phase 2 Clini¬ 
cal Trials. The Phase 3 AIDS 
Vaccine Efficacy Trial will be 
managed by HIVNET. It is ex¬ 
pected that this clinical trial 
will enroll more than 5,000 
HIV-negative volunteers con¬ 
sidered to be at high risk for 
exposure to HIV. High risk in¬ 
dividuals include those with 
multiple sex partners or a his¬ 
tory of sexually transmitted 
diseases, and IV drug users. 
The large size of the trial is re¬ 
quired so that a statistically 
valid conclusion can be made 
about the efficacy of the tested 
vaccines. The Phase 3 trial 
will include a placebo group. 

Cynics would argue that in 
order for the clinical trial to 
gain valuable information 
about the efficacy of a particu¬ 
lar vaccine, participants must 
practice unsafe sex. But the 
way the trials are set up, par¬ 
ticipants would be counseled 
repeatedly and frequently 
about safe sex practices. Nev¬ 
ertheless, serious social dilem¬ 
mas are expected to arise. 
Some participants (a minority, 
according to Fast) will test 
positive to some HIV-1 pro¬ 
teins in ELISA tests soon after 
immunization — even if they 
are not infected with the virus. 
Consequently, these individu¬ 
als may experience difficulties 
with health insurance, job dis¬ 
crimination, and international 
travel restrictions. The NIH 
and vaccine investigative units 
are planning to issue ID cards 
to each of the clinical trial par¬ 
ticipants and establish a “hot 
line” so that officials can inter¬ 
cede if and when unpleasant 
events of this sort occur. ▼ 


But the most important 
reason is the genetic make-up 
of the AIDS virus itself. Lo 
said there are various strains 
of HIV and one vaccine will 
not work for all people. 

“Because of the biology of 
HIV infection, a vaccine will 
not be as effective as vaccines 
we are familiar with, such as 
those for measles and polio. 
HIV shows considerable vari¬ 
ation and mutates. Many sci¬ 
entists believe that a preven¬ 
tive vaccine will be only 60 
percent effective. We have to 
lower our expectations for [a 
cure].” 

Lo distinguished between 
preventive HIV vaccine and 
“therapeutic” HIV vaccine, 
which will be needed for 
those already infected by 
HIV. He said a preventive 
vaccine will not stop the pro¬ 
gression to full blown AIDS 
for the millions of people who 
are already infected with 
HIV. In addition, since it will 
be less than completely effec¬ 
tive, people who receive the 
vaccine will still be at risk for 
the disease if they carry out 
high risk behavior. 

“We need to think about 
an HIV vaccine not just as a 
series of shots but a combina¬ 
tion of the shots — plus sus¬ 
tained behaviors over a long 
period of time — to avoid be¬ 
ing infected.” 

Lo agreed with critics that 
say the U.S. HIV policy lacks 
leadership, has been unduly 
influenced by special interest 
groups, and is subject to turf 
battles. As example, he re¬ 
ferred to the flap that oc¬ 
curred in October 1992, in¬ 
volving a gpl60 antigen ther¬ 
apeutic vaccine. 

Congress appropriated $20 


million to the Department of 
Defense after strong lobbying 
by the only manufacturer of 
the vaccine. Lo said the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health 
(NIH) opposed the program 
because it conflicted with its 
own program of vaccine de¬ 
velopment. The NIH had de¬ 
cided to focus on preventive, 
rather than therapeutic, vac¬ 
cines and had several candi¬ 
date vaccines ready. The pro¬ 
ject became mired in a series 
of contentious public meet¬ 
ings and turf battles. 

“AIDS advocacy groups 
have demonstrated that lay 
people can understand com¬ 
plicated technical issues,” Lo 
said. “However, public trust is 


likely to be undermined if de¬ 
cisions seem to be based on 
inter-agency turf battles, 
rather than by professionals 
dedicated to serving the pub¬ 
lic interest.” 

Lo said current decision 
making processes in the U.S. 
are “too bureaucratic and too 
slow to deal with the clinical 
urgency of the HIV epidem¬ 
ic.” 

“The challenge for the US 
will be to take advantage of 
the scientific advances regard¬ 
ing an HIV vaccine by formu¬ 
lating public health and social 
policies that benefit all Amer¬ 
icans, particularly those at

First Big Gay and Lesbian Americans-Sponsored Action

The newly formed national 
civil rights group, Gay and 
Lesbian Americans, has 
launched a week-long boycott 
of Florida orange juice that 
will run from this Saturday, 
March 12, to the following 
Saturday, March 19, to protest 
another decision by the Flori¬ 
da Citrus Commission to have 
a homophobe identified with 
the sale of their products. 

GLA organization leaders 
from Washington, D.C., to 
Tucson, Arizona have spoken 
out against the $1 million ad¬ 
vertising contract the Florida 
commission has awarded to 
radio host Rush Limbaugh 
and recalling the orange juice 
growers’ hiring of Anita 
Bryant during the late 1970s. 
Michael Petrelis, outspoken 
Washington, D.C. activist and 
one of GLA’s founders, said, 
“There are people who are 
still not buying Florida or¬ 
ange juice based on the Anita 
Bryant debacle. All these 
years they’ve just quietly been 
buying other products. Now 
is the time for them to get vo¬ 
cal about it, telling store man¬ 
agers and checkout clerks 
that they still won’t buy Flori¬ 
da citrus products and why.” 

On Saturday, March 12 at 


2 p.m., GLA leaders will kick 
off the week-long boycott by 
pouring gallons of Florida or¬ 
ange juice down the sewer in 
front of JR’s, a popular D.C. 
gay bar. Other gay bars will 
honor the boycott by not serv¬ 
ing Florida orange juice. Or¬ 
ganizers are hoping bars 
across the nation will follow 
suit. Mickey Wheatly, a GLA 
mid-Atlantic region organizer, 
has a new drink recipe: “In¬ 
stead of drinking screw¬ 
drivers; we’re asking gays and 
lesbians to drink ‘Screw- 
Rushes,’ which is just a screw¬ 
driver - hold the orange juice 
and flush it... and Rush down 
the toilet.” 

National coordinator for 
the one week boycott, 
Jonathan Bauer of GLA Ari¬ 
zona said, “In choosing to 
spend $1 million to advertise 
on Limbaugh’s show, the Cit¬ 
rus Commission explicitly en¬ 
dorses Limbaugh’s anti-gay 
political views. While the 
commission may find it easy 
to swallow Limbaugh’s views, 
we as consumers find Florida 
orange juice leaves a bitter, 
homophobic, un-American 
taste in our mouths.” 

In his book, See, I Told 
You So, Limbaugh wrote of 
his opposition to lifting the 
ban on gays in the military 


and criticized the New York 
City Board of Education’s 
“Children of the Rainbow” 
curriculum. This “entertainer” 
kept selling the Christian 
Coalition and rabid right 
wingposition on “multicultur- 
alism” and whipping up ho¬ 
mophobia during the New 
York City school board elec¬ 
tions, which resulted in the 
elections of religious right 
ideologues and the ousting of 
a creative and caring superin¬ 
tendent of schools. His com¬ 
ment on the ordeal of Wanda 
and Brenda Henson in Ovett, 
Mississippi: “I hear they 
bought a pig farm — must be 
they want to perpetuate the 
race.” 

In a February 28 Time 
magazine interview, Lim¬ 
baugh has a message for the 
gay and lesbian community: 
“To those of you of the leftist, 
militant, homosexual crowd: 
take it somewhere else. Get 
out of our schools. Get out of 
our churches. Take your 
deadly, sickly behavior and 
keep it to yourselves.” 

GLA is demanding that 
the Florida commission drop 
Limbaugh as its spokesperson 
when his contract expires in 
August. Here’s mud in your 
eye.T

Nevirapine is a drug that interferes with 
reverse trancriptase, the enzyme that in¬ 
troduces HIV genetic material into the DNA in 
your cells. It works differently than AZT and 
the other nucleoside inhibitors. Studies show 
that nevirapine is active against virus that has 
become resistant to AZT. Nevirapine has 
shown very little toxicity. This study is design¬ 
ed to compare nevirapine vs. placebo, alone or 
in combination with AZT, and the effects on 
T-cell counts after 3 and 6 months. There are 
two parts to this study, so that everyone who 
gets placebo in the first part will get active 
drugs in the second part, and free access to 
AZT for the duration of their participation in 
the study.

Hawaii would have been 
the first state in the country 
to grant registered domestic 
partners most of the legal 
rights given to married cou¬ 
ples, thanks to state senator 
Rey Graulty’s proposed do¬ 
mestic partnership legislation, 
but all that virtually ended 
last week when the Senate Ju¬ 
diciary Committee — of which 
Graulty is chair — killed the 
bill. 

While Hawaii’s lesbian and 
gay community stood to ben¬ 
efit from the proposed domes¬ 
tic partnership law, many 
were not too happy about 
how it was written: from the 
standpoint that marriage can 
exist only between two per¬ 
son of opposite sexes. But if 
there was anything to make 
lesbians and gays happy last 
week, it was another decision 
made by the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee; along with the domes¬ 
tic partnership bill, the com¬ 
mittee also killed a controver¬ 
sial legislative proposal to 
amend the state Constitution 
to restrict licensed marriages 
to male-female couples. 

For the moment, this twin 
action by the ten-member 
committee leaves one more 
hurdle in the legislative battle 
on same-sex marriage. House 
Bill 2312, authored by state 
representative Terrence Tom, 
passed the house last month 
by a vote of 34-17. Tom’s bill 
limits the granting of state-is¬ 
sued marriage licenses to cou¬ 
ples capable of procreation. 
HB 2312, as written, does not 
have enough support to pass 
the Senate Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee at this time. The senators 
feel that procreation does not 
constitute much of a “com¬ 
pelling state interest” to ban 
same-sex marriage. 

It is this “compelling inter¬ 
est” that the state supreme 
court asked for when it issued 
a ruling in favor of three 
same-sex couples who sued 
the state for refusing to grant 
them marriage licenses last 
year. 

Graulty and his committee 
hope for a compromise bill 
that would satisfy both the 
court requirement and the les¬ 
bian and gay community’s de¬ 
mand for equal rights through 
marriage. This compromise 
bill may still include some 
form of domestic partnership 
for Hawaii. But supporters of 
same-sex marriage say they 
would rather fight the battle 
in court. That means waiting 
at least until next year, when 
the same-sex marriage case 
comes again before the high 
court. ▼

Cure? No Thanks.

T he recently completed 
“Diabetes Control and 
Complications Trial” 
(DCCT) produced one 
of those “good-news/bad- 
news” outcomes. The good 
news is that they’ve discov¬ 
ered a way to stop the poten¬ 
tially deadly progression of 
diabetes in its tracks. The bad 
news is that the cure is such a 
hassle that most diabetics 
refuse to use it. 

Diabetes, like AIDS, is a 
chronic, progressive disease. 
Complications increase with 
age and can lead to eye, heart, 
or kidney failure — and, ulti¬ 
mately, death. About 14 mil¬ 
lion people in the U.S. have 
some form of diabetes (which 
is basically a shortage of in¬ 
sulin and a resulting inability 
to metabolize sugar in the 
blood). Nine out of ten have 
“Type II” diabetes, which can 
usually be controlled by a 
strict diet. The rest have the 
deadlier “Type I” form, an 
auto-immune disease (another 
similarity to AIDS) that is 
somewhat controlled by 
twice-daily injections of in¬ 
sulin. 

The DCCT followed near¬ 
ly 1500 Type I diabetics for al¬ 
most a decade. Half were on 
the standard therapy of strict 
diet plus daily insulin injec¬ 
tions; the rest were on the ex¬ 
perimental “tight control” reg¬ 
imen, which required at least 
four self-administered blood 
tests every day (including 
some at 3 a.m.) and occasional 
shots of insulin, based on the 
outcomes of those tests. In 
fact, the entire experiment 
and the “tight control” thera¬ 
py were only made possible 
by the recent development of 
the glucose meter, a fast, easy 
way to measure blood sugar 
levels. 

By virtually all measures, 
the “tight control” system 
worked, bringing blood sugar 
levels down to nearly normal 
and effectively halting the 
progression of the disease. 
But many researchers — and 
diabetics — doubt that it will 
become the standard therapy 
any time soon. Dr. Polonsky, 
a psychologist involved in the 
study, told the New York 
Times: “Many patients in the 
tight control group were just 
sick of the study. They 
couldn’t wait for it to be over. 
The only thing that kept the 
study going is that these peo¬ 
ple were hounded.” 

Disease of denial 

Aside from what this tells 
us about contemporary re¬ 
search ethics and subject mo¬ 
tivation, it suggests that peo¬ 
ple won’t bother to save their 
own lives if it’s too much ef¬ 
fort. “Physicians suspect that 
the reason is that patients are 
lazy, stupid, have no will 
power or are not frightened 
enough,” Polonsky said. It’s 
easy to see why they think so. 
People torture themselves 
with expensive diet programs 
just so they can look a little 
better; certainly they could 
make an equal effort to save 
their lives? 

But time erodes resolve. 
Maybe you’ll get complica¬ 
tions, but maybe you won’t 
two-thirds of even Type I dia 
betics never develop life 
threatening problems (though 
you might consider losing 
your vision or a leg a consid¬ 
erable inconvenience). Even if 
you do have problems, it cer¬ 
tainly won’t be until later, fur¬ 
ther down the road; why bor¬ 
row tomorrow’s trouble? Per¬ 


haps they’ll have a “real cure” 
by that time — meaning a sim¬ 
ple, cheap, painless take-this- 
little-capsule-once-a-day silver 
bullet of a treatment. 

“I do my best, but I can 
only do it for so long,” one di¬ 
abetic told the Times. “It’s a 
constant battle. Sometimes I 
say to hell with it and have 
doughnuts. ... I get to the 
point of why should I even 
try? The blood machine is a 
wonderful tool, but I could 
throw the thing across the 
room when I see it.” 

To many the lifesaving 
glucose meters became a con¬ 
stant accusation of lack of 
compliance with their diets. 
“We could replace the num¬ 
ber with the words: ‘What did 
you do wrong this time?’ ” ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Polonsky. For 
many it is far easier, psycho¬ 
logically, to ignore the ad¬ 
vancing illness than to con¬ 
front it. “Diabetes is a disease 
of denial, a silent disease,” 
one “tight control” diabetic 
told the Times. “People don’t 
want to make a big deal out if 
and don’t control it the way 
they should.” 

The same phenomenon is 
common with AIDS. Many 
likely HIVers refuse to get 
tested or, if they test positive, 
fail to monitor the virus’s pro¬ 
gression. It’s almost as though 
they’d prefer to be blind-sid¬ 
ed, even fatally, by the dis¬ 
ease as long as they can have 
just a few more years (or 
months or days or hours) of 
blissful ignorance.

No silver bullets 

The study confirms some 
general trends in American 
medicine. Prevention is still 
the poor stepchild of the pro¬ 
fession, little understood, 
rarely promoted, never re¬ 
spected. The glucose meter 
has been around for 15 years, 
but most diabetics have never 
heard of it and don’t have ac¬ 
cess to it and won’t in the 
foreseeable future. Perhaps 
most of them would also find 
it too much work, but many 
would probably like the 
chance to save their lives if it 
were offered to them. But the 
technique is all hassle and no 
profit, so why should anyone 
develop it? 

The existence of the treat¬ 
ment raises some interesting 
ethical and insurance issues. 
If a cheap, effective therapy is 
available, but ignored, will in¬ 
surers still pay for treating 
the complications that arise? 
Will they be able to dump di¬ 
abetics who refuse to use 
“tight control” techniques or 
who agree to use it but fail to 
do so regularly enough to 
reap its benefits? 

What does the study sug¬ 
gest about the prospects for 
successful AIDS therapies? 
All of the promising treat¬ 
ments in the pipeline are 
complicated, inconvenient, 
somewhat toxic and probably 
not nearly as effective as 
“tight control” is for diabetes. 
If the best therapy is difficult 
to use and lacks profit poten¬ 
tial, will it be developed and 
widely distributed? I wouldn’t 
bet my life on it. 



Currently, I take several 
handfuls of pills a day, start¬ 
ing with megadoses of Chi¬ 
nese herbs first thing in the 
morning (they have to be tak¬ 
en on an empty stomach); 
continuing with antivirals 
through the day (they’ll keep 
you awake all night if you 
take them in the evening); 
and concluding with heavy- 
duty antibiotics (which are 
best taken on a full stomach), 
vitamins and food supple¬ 
ments. This time-consuming 
chore, at best, succeeds in 
holding HIV and my leading 
opportunistic infections in 
check. 

It’s a hassle, but most of 
the time it seems a small 
price to pay for staying alive. 

I never felt that way about 
aerosolized pentamidine, the 


noxious pneumonia preven¬ 
tion therapy where you suck 
on a hose and inhale nasty 
chemicals, but I still bit the 
bullet (or rather, the inhaler 
hose) and did the stuff every 
month until they replaced it 
with a simple, cheap and far 
more effective pill. (AP even¬ 
tually turned out to be expen¬ 
sive, ineffective and danger¬ 
ous — the AP clinics are great 
places to pick up treatment- 
resistant tuberculosis — facts 
concealed for years by its 
clever promoters at Lypho- 
med-Fujisawa.) 

Doing AP was, to my 
mind, a somewhat higher 
price to pay for staying alive, 
but I was still willing to 
cough it up (so to speak). We 
all have a point beyond which 
we won’t fight, where the 


game is no longer worth the 
candle. The depressing point 
of the DCCT is that most peo¬ 
ple appear to hit that point of 
diminishing returns surpris¬ 
ingly early in the disease pro¬ 
cess and effectively throw in 
the towel soon after the going 
gets tough. They could save 
their own lives, but it’s just 
too much trouble. 

The simple fact is that 
medical science doesn’t have 
silver bullets up its sleeve. If 
it did, most of us wouldn’t be 
able to afford them. And 
most of those who could af¬ 
ford them probably wouldn’t 
be willing to bother if it was 
too much work and could be 
put off indefinitely. For the 
chronically ill, the price of life 
is eternal vigilance; most are 
unwilling to pay it. ▼

Nuts and Bolts: The Empress and Emperor

After all the pomp and 
pageantry at the Gift Center 
on Saturday, February 19, 
two real down-to-earth guys 
were voted in as reigning 
Emperor and Empress of the 
Imperial Court of San Fran¬ 
cisco: Chuck Adkins, who has 
the manners and bearing of a 
military man, and Mark 
Rogers, who assumes the per¬ 
sona of blonde bombshell 
Anita Martini. 

Coronation 1994 was titled 
“Mardi Gras Madness,” and 
thousands of well wishers 
were on hand to madly cele¬ 
brate the ultimate in theatri¬ 
cal drag with Dukes, 
Dutchesses, the Imperial 
Family, and members of the 
court. 

The new Emperor and 
Empress barely had time to 
try on their crowns when 
they were requested to attend 
a command performance. 
Bright and early last Sunday 
morning they accompanied 
the one and only “Her Imperi¬ 
al Majesty, The Absolute 
First Empress, Grand Mere, 
The Widow Norton” (or Jose, 
to most people) as she paid re¬ 
spects to her late husband at 
his gravesite in Colma. 

But this is only the begin¬ 
ning. Before the year is out 
the two monarchs will proba¬ 
bly appear at every gay bar in 
town and any event worth 
talking about. They will 
spend a majority of their free 
time raising funds for most of 
the gay groups in this city, 
and use their personal fi¬ 
nances to travel to other 
courts around the country as 
representatives of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Contrary to what some 
people may assume, the tal¬ 
ents of Emperor and Em¬ 
press are not confined to 
dressing up and looking good. 
Remember what it takes to 
get there: a coterie of friends 
and followers who believe in 
you; weeks of planning and 
preparation to make your pre¬ 
sentation, first before a Re¬ 
view Board of the Imperial 
Council, and then to a com¬ 
munity that has seen every¬ 
thing and is by no means eas¬ 
ily impressed; and most im¬ 
portant, a belief that you can 
make a difference when it 
comes to fundraising in a city 


burned out by giving. 

Anita Martini describes 
their role in the community 
as “cheerleaders,” and it isn’t 
hard to picture these two per¬ 
sonalities using their energy 
and enthusiasm to bring out 
the best in audiences wherev¬ 
er they go. 

Lest we forget that royalty 
has a real life, let it be known 
that Chuck Adkins was born 
and raised in Indianapolis, In¬ 
diana. It was the Army that 
brought him to San Francisco 
nearly nine years ago — and 
he says, fondly, “the Army 
just didn’t realize what they 
were doing when they sent 
me here.” 

Co-owner and manager of 
the Urban Cellars wine shop 
on 21st Street, Chuck is also 
treasurer of the fledgling SF 
Bowlers Emergency Aid Re¬ 
lief Program (BEAR). His in¬ 
terest in the sport has led him 
to raise funds for bowlers

who need assistance. Until he 
started bartending at the Polk 
Gulch Saloon, he had never 
heard of the Imperial Court. 

“I started bartending when 
Mozzarella was Empress,” he 
recalls. “People started telling 
me about the court and how 
long it’s been around. I 
though I could do that, have 
fun doing it, raise money, and 
make people smile.” 

Although you would never 
know it by her faux fur and 
Hollywood style, Anita Marti¬ 
ni is a CPA from Dallas, 
Texas. San Francisco became 
home about three years ago, 
but her involvement in the 
Court in both cities spans al¬ 
most a decade. 

She was on the board of 
directors of several communi¬ 
ty and AIDS organizations, as 
well as being involved with

can’t keep doing that over 
and over, we have no time to 
give that stuff energy — it’s 
bad enough when it over¬ 
whelms us but we’ve got to 
move on and do our work,” 
she said. 

Wanda is currently orga¬ 
nizing defenses in case of at¬ 
tack, which is most likely to 
occur at night. Camp Sister 
Spirit is still in need of an au¬ 
tomatic generator hooked up 
to an alarm, set to kick on in 
case the power is cut. “That 
happened in the ’60s: they cut 
people’s power lines because 
they intend to come in and 
kill you in the dark,” she said. 

The Hensons have a 16- 
year-old car and another 
woman has an old pickup. 
“Both vehicles take about ten 
minutes to warm up so they’ll 
run without bucking and 
stalling,” Wanda told the 
B.A.R.. “That’s why we need 
a golf cart or some kind of 
other vehicle that we can get 


into and get away if the need 
arises. It will also be handy 
for me to use when I video¬ 
tape people lurking around 
on the property. I have to 
sneak up on them. I guess we 
could use the tractor to get 
away, but it makes so much 
noise we wouldn’t get away.” 

Wanda observed that Mis¬ 
sissippi’s governor has yet to 
make any statement regard¬ 
ing the situation in Ovett. “I 
think it’s because he doesn’t 
want to make waves with the 
tourist business and the new 
casinos on the coast,” she 
said. 

Those who intend to boy¬ 
cott Mississippi’s casinos until 
the governor takes action 
may choose to take a vacation 
at Camp Sister Spirit instead: 
for 50 bucks a week a visitor 
gets all the work they can do, 
a bunk, Adrienne’s food, and 
exciting, shoofem-up enter¬ 
tainment at night. And those 
who can’t go themselves may 
wish to send a scholarship for 
someone else.

political and civil rights 
groups in Texas. With a 
shake of her blonde curls and 
a slight western drawl, she 
says, “I came to San Francis¬ 
co for romance and adventure 
— and found a little bit of 
both.” 

Describing involvement in 
the court, Anita explains, 


“There are three things that 
we try to do: fundraising 
(which is raising money); 
friendraising (which is raising 
a lot of friends to be aware of 
issues that we’re trying to get 
the message out about); and 
fun raising (that’s just about 
having a good time doing both 
of the above).” 


Even though next year 
marks the 30th anniversary of 
the Imperial Court, and there 
is still no handbook on how to 
be an Emperor or Empress, 
each reign brings with it new 
vitality and new ideas. 

As far as Chuck is con¬ 
cerned, he looks forward to 
getting more young people in 
the community involved, as 
well as some old friends. “I 
was kind of new,” he says, 
“and the people that I brought 
in with my campaign were 
new, and so it was a blessing 
to just have them and their 
friends. And friends of theirs 
who had never even heard of 
the Court are now excited and 
want to perform and get in¬ 
volved.” 

Chuck and Anita have de¬ 
cided that theirs will be the 
reign of The Imperial Plat¬ 
inum Court of Nuts and Bolts. 
Anita explains “We wanted 
something that showed a hu¬ 
morous side to let people 
know we’re having fun with 
this, but it also needs to have a 
meaningful purpose. 

“Well, you decide who’s 
nuts and who’s bolts, but it 
also means it’s a building 
thing. You state with the 
smallest pieces, the nuts and 
bolts, to build up something 
you’re proud of.”V

k.d. lang Scores in Cinematic Debut

ing, the sitcom makes a bold 
attempt to shed new light on 
lesbian and gay life. 

As the girls plan their 
night out, the show’s original 
gay character, Leon (Martin 
Mull), overhears their conver¬ 
sation, and says with disdain 
to Rosie, “A gay bar is sort of 
like a size 12 dress. You just 
won’t fit in.” 

Granted, gay bars are hard¬ 
ly unusual settings for televi¬ 
sion’s few gay characters, but 
then who can recall the last 
time gayness was described 
on television in terms of ex¬ 
clusivity? 

Most of the time we are 
portrayed as victims — of hate, 
or disease. But not here. “You 
just won’t fit in,” Leon sneers, 
turning his nose up at the oh, 
so straight Roseanne. It’s a 
great moment. Of course, 
Roseanne does charm the bar 
patrons. She’s witty, she’s re¬ 
laxed, she even teaches them 
how to dance “the monkey.” 
Impressed with herself, she 
turns to Sharon and says, 
“Can you believe that Nancy 
doesn’t think I’m cool enough 
for this place?” 

Then comes the kiss, 
which sends her into a tail- 
spin. “Maybe you liked the

But with a 
f film like Salmonberries, it’s a 
I moot point. The fact of the 
; matter is, even if this review 
deemed Salmonberries the 
worst flick since Police 
Academy 17, thousands of 
lesbian and queer readers 
would rush out to see it any¬ 
way. 

I mean, who could resist 
the chance to see the cinemat¬ 
ic debut of singer and lesbian 
heartthrob k.d. lang — and in 
a lesbian role, no less? Even 
if this film were a dud (and 
it’s anything but), it would be 
lovely to see Kathy Dawn 
hotrod through the wilder¬ 
ness on a snowcat, wave a 
knife and threaten to cut off a 
man’s penis, and exchange a 
deep kiss with another wom¬ 
an. 

Salmonberries is unusual 
in being a quest film with 
heroines rather than heroes. 
The quests are personally 
heroic, without macho face- 
offs or physical ordeals, 
though k.d. does literally haul 
her ladylove on a sled 
through miles of snow. 

Lang plays Kotzebue, a 19- 
year-old orphan who comes to 
the Alaskan town of the same 
name because it is her only 
clue to her origins. She is 
quickly smitten with Rosaw- 
itha (Rosel Zech), the town’s 
middle-aged German librari¬ 


an, whom she sees as the 
keeper of the town’s history. 

In their first encounter 
Kotz rages through the li¬ 
brary throwing books, a trans¬ 
gression so shocking to Rosa 
that it plants the seeds of fas¬ 
cination. Rosa has withdrawn 
into Alaska’s isolation ever 
since her husband’s death in a 
thwarted Berlin Wall escape 
24 years earlier. Kotz’s 
dogged, awkward devotion 
helps thaw Rosa and bring 
her into the arena of human 
relationships again. Kotz and 
Rosa are each instrumental in 
each other’s search and suc¬ 
cess, and their relationship 
deepens as a result. 

Light Hand 

Director Percy Adlon 
(Sugarbaby, Baghdad Cafe) 
shows an uncharacteristically 
light and subtle hand here. 
The elliptical nature of the 
conversations between Kotz 
and Rosa rings true, and Ad- 
lon’s critique of East Ger¬ 
many’s failed socialism is di¬ 
rect without being oppressive. 

Adlon’s homage to Alaska 
is as beautiful as one would 
expect given his paean to the 
Southwest in Baghdad Cafe. 
Lush is not a word that 
comes quickly to mind for the 
northern reaches of Alaska in 
wintertime, about a thousand 
miles north of the fictional Ci¬ 
cely of Northern Exposure. 
Yet bleakly lush it is — a 
broad expanse of untram¬ 
meled white snow. The only 
resemblance to Cicely is a 
bibliomaniac garbage man, 
and he mercifully drops out 
of sight for most of the film. 
Also unlike the TV show, the 


indigenous Inupiat people in 
Salmonberries do not exist 
primarily as a backdrop for 
the white folks. 

Poetic and dreamlike in 
the manner of an Edward 
Hopper painting, the film oc¬ 
casionally shudders to a halt 
when the director slips up. 
His trademark supersaturated 
colors add to the film’s evoca¬ 
tive ambiance, but when the 
camera zooms in for a long 
close-up of a nervous man’s 
twitchy fingers, it’s jarring 
and completely unnecessary. 
He’s also taken a few film¬ 
maker’s liberties of an under¬ 
standable but sloppy kind: 
Kotzebue, which sits just 
north of the Brooks Range 
(north of Nome), would have 
little daylight in the depths of 
winter, and experienced 
berry canners do not store 
their jeweled jars in full sun¬ 


light, no matter how beautiful 
they are. 

Although her role doesn’t 
call for a great deal of acting 
— Kotzebue is awkward, inar¬ 
ticulate, impassive or sullen 
much of the time — k.d. is con¬ 
vincing and a pleasure to 
watch. Somewhat surprising¬ 
ly, Chuck (Rifleman) Connors 
is pretty good, too, as an alco¬ 
holic bingo master, his role 
here reminiscent of the Jack 
Palance part in Baghdad 
Cafe. Best of all is Rosel 
Zech, who gives a sensitively 
nuanced performance as Ro- 
sawitha. 

U.S. after two years showing

Diverting Fantasy 

Fernando Trueba’s Belle 
Epoque, one of the films vy¬ 
ing for the Best Foreign Film 
Oscar this year, is a diverting 
fantasy about a Spanish state 
of mind that might have 
been. It’s 1931, and the fight 
between the monarchists and 
Republicans is dividing fami¬ 
lies and friends. A young sem¬ 
inarian named Fernando 
deserts the priesthood and the 
army and lands in the home 
of a bourgeois farmer. By 
happy coincidence, the man 
has four very liberated daugh¬ 
ters, each of whom has her 
way with their house guest 
(the butch daughter — her 
mother raised her as a boy — 
does so in his uniform while 
he’s wearing a dress). With 
themes similar to those in Ja- 
mon, Jamon and Like Water 
for Chocolate (though more 
genteel than either), this com¬ 
edy is well-directed, well-act¬ 
ed and eminently likable.

Ties That Bind 

Andrew Birkin’s The Ce¬ 
ment Garden takes place in 
psychological hyperspace. 
The film, based on a novel by 
Ian McEwan (whose The 
Comfort of Strangers inhab¬ 
ited a similarly surreal realm) 
centers on the elder two of 
four orphaned children living 
together in London. Jack (An¬ 
drew Robertson) is a narcis¬ 
sistic teen, obsessed with mas¬ 
turbation, his own image and 
a sci-fi novel titled Voyage to 
Oblivion. His androgynous 
sister Julie (Charlotte Gains- 
bourg) keeps the family to¬ 
gether —just barely — with oc¬ 
casional help from Jack. Their 
younger brother is given to 
“playing house’’ in a dress, in 
imitation of Jack and Julie, 
whose emotional attachment 
grows more intense with each 
passing day. Taken literally, 
this Freudian psychodrama is 
just short of ludicrous (even 
in mythological terms), but 
Birkin’s visuals and the acting 
of Robertson and Gainsbourg 
pull one right in.

Derek Jarman and the Metaphysics of Color 

Blue Streak

“Blue transcends the 
solemn geography of human 
limits.”

B lue is Derek Jar¬ 
man’s final film, one 
that only in the most 
literal (or most imag¬ 
inary) sense of the word can 
be called a film. For the dura¬ 
tion of its 76 minutes, the au¬ 
dience faces a screen lit only 
by blue light — a blue in¬ 
spired, Jarman says, by the 
monochrome canvases of 
Yves Klein, the pure distant 
color of a summer sky at 
evening. In this work, blue 
becomes the medium for a 
meditation on mortality, “the 
color of thought” voiced 
against the absolute and un¬ 
speakable. 

Blue is the latest example 
of what Robert Kelly, in his 
review of Donald Hall’s Life 
Work, called “a strange new 
genre: autothanatography,” 
the telling of one’s own death. 
The script is based on the di¬ 
aries Jarman kept during his 
long daily visits to St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital in 
London, chronicling his grad¬ 
ual loss of vision, the indigni¬ 
ties of receiving charity, the 
rage and the tender memories 
he harbors for the world he is 
leaving, and the curiosity and 
resignation with which he 
greets his dying. Read by his 
friends John Quentin, Nigel 
Terry and Tilda Swinton, and 
meticulously scored by Simon 
Fisher Turner, Jarman’s re¬ 
flections, in turn, release us 
into our own. It’s an unusual 
experience, at turns eerie and 
boring. 

Jarman began his career as 
a painter at the Slade, and be¬ 
came interested in filmmak¬ 
ing when he was asked by 
Ken Russell to design the 
lurid sets for The Devils. I n 
his own films (especially 
those of the last decade), it 
sometimes seemed that every 
element had been sacrificed 
to the sovereignty of the visu¬ 
al image, the archetypal 
tableau, the rich fusion of col¬ 
or. Thus the tremendous ef¬ 
fect of Jarman’s reversal in 
Blue, his refusal of every im¬ 
age except those conjured by 
his words or the optical acci¬ 
dents of the viewer s retina as 
it studies the unremitting 
blue of the screen. 

In a recent interview, Jar¬ 
man insisted that Blue is not 
an avant-garde experiment 
but a way of addressing what 
can’t be said or shown. “It is a 
sort of a vacuum.” In the 
same way, Blue is not a film 
about AIDS, because in Jar¬ 
man’s view, “The experience 
of AIDS is simply too wide 
for anyone to put into one 
film.” When gregg araki’s 
The Living End was shown 
in London, Jarman objected 
to its slick mendacity. “HIV is 
not dramatic, it is boring.” In 
an open letter to the 
Guardian, Jarman chided ara- 
ki: “You resolved your film in 
a sympathetic and gentle way 
with the two boys sitting by 
the sea. Why didn’t you allow 
them to blow their heads 
off?” 

Jarman’s impatience with 
platitudes is evident in Blue: 
“I shall not win the battle 
against the virus — in spite of 
slogans like ‘Living with 
AIDS.’ The virus was appro¬ 
priated by the well; so we 


have to live with AIDS while 
they spread the quilt...Aware¬ 
ness is heightened by this, but 
something else is lost. A sense 
of reality drowned in the¬ 
atre.” 

While any meditation on 
death inevitably verges upon 
the “sacred,” Jarman refuses 
to be seduced. “The Gautama 
Buddha instructs me to walk

away from illness. But he 
wasn’t attached to a drip.” 
This savage irony is then re¬ 
stated as lament, as the recog¬ 
nition of doom. “How can I 
walk away with a drip at¬ 
tached to me? How am I go¬ 
ing to walk away from this?” 
It’s this precise choreography 
of thought and feeling that 
makes Blue the achievement 
it is. Nothing is glamorized; 
pain is not subsumed in some 
transcendent vision. We trav¬ 
el with Jarman back and forth 
to the hospital, from disap¬ 


pointment to disappointment, 
learning the routines of dying. 
“Blue protects white from in- 
nocence/Blue drags black 
with it/Blue is darkness made 
visible.” 

The only credo allowed is 
that of the artist whose spirit 
will see even as sight fails. 
Jarman abbreviates Blake: “If 
the doors of perception were 
cleansed then everything 
would be seen as it is.” In this 
cleansed vision, despair does 
not disappear but is trans¬ 
posed into art. This is its mys¬ 
tery.

Nina Hagen Does Anita Berber

P eople who haven’t 
heard of Anita 
Berber — and who 
has? — have some de¬ 
licious surprises in store for 
them. This decadent of deca¬ 
dents was too hot for even 
Weimar Germany — that 
brief, shining, post-kaiser/pre- 
fuhrer cultural explosion fea¬ 
turing democracy and erotic 
license — to handle. Mystic 
poet and nude dancer, sex- 
worker and cabaret artiste, 
substance abuser and live-sex 
actress, Berber finished her¬ 
self off with tuberculosis at 
the age of 29 in 1928. All 
that’s left are some poems 
(not available in English), two 
dozen silent films — and the 
legend. 


Enter Mel Gordon. The 
mild-mannered U.C. Berkeley 
theater professor is writer/di¬ 
rector of an hommage/collage, 
presented by the Goethe-Insti- 
tut, called The Seven Addic¬ 
tions and Five Professions of 
Anita Berber. The show, 
which plays Bimbo’s March 
23, 24 and 25, will not give 
Berber the Hollywood treat¬ 
ment. Gordon’s interest in his 
subject, as befits a professor, 
is purely aesthetic. “I’m not 
interested in the melodrama 
of Berber,” he emphasized, 
showing me around the insti¬ 
tute’s current exhibit on “aus- 
druckstanz” (expressionist 
body movement), which he 
curated. “I’m interested in ex¬ 
actly the opposite: with her 
addictions and her profession 
and how she used these ad-

dictions to create her art. One 
of the unusual things about 
Berber was, to get material 
for her art, she did these 
weird things, like addicted 
herself to morphine to see if 
she could get a morphine 
dance out of it.” 

“Ausdruckstanz,” the 
dance/performance/spirituality 
movement that Anita Berber 
helped create, flourished in 
Germany until being exploit¬ 
ed or suppressed by the in¬ 
coming ubermenschens, those 
law-and-order hounds, those 
testosterone-poisoned patriar¬ 
chal purists in stormtrooper 
boots known as nazis. “Aus¬ 
druckstanz” was more than a 
genre, encompassing, accord¬ 
ing to Professor Gordon, “this 
whole new age related to 
therapy and feminism and 
sexuality and desire.” Sounds 
kind of like San Francisco, 
doesn’t it? 

“The most spectacular 
dancer of the period and the 
greatest artist — not appreciat¬ 
ed in her time, oddly enough 
— was Anita Berber,” contin¬ 
ued Gordon, with empas- 
sioned didacticism. Then he 
drew a modern parallel. “Ani¬ 
ta Berber wasn’t appreciated 
in her time because she was 
seen as a kind of sex goddess. 
So it’s sort of like talking 
about the acting of Marilyn 
Monroe. When Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe was alive and performing, 
people weren’t talking much 
about the quality of her act¬ 
ing. They were talking about 
her sexual persona.” 

With historical distance, 
everybody’s recuperable. 
“She’s been rediscovered,” 
Gordon explained, “not only 
as an image of sexuality in 
the ’20s and someone who 
went way too far in sexuality 
and drugs and all that, but for 
the first time people are be-

ginning to understand what a 
great choreographer she was. 
What a great writer she was. 
All these things that were not 
seen at the time because they 
were mixed into this other 
erotic persona.” 

To celebrate this 
ecstatic/erotic/my Stic German 
genius, Austrian-born produc¬ 
er Veronika Hausle has as¬ 
sembled a seductive group of 
artists to collaborate on the 
multimedia extravaganza. 
Originally signed-on as trans¬ 
lator, Hausle’s participation 
has transformed what was to 
have been a re-creation into 
an event, drawing on her

experience with underground 
dance parties. Making the 
connections between 1920s 
Berlin and 1990s San Francis¬ 
co, Hausle sees our fair town 
“as the starting point for this 
whole Anita Berber thing, be¬ 
cause as far as I’m concerned, 
it is the kind of city where 
decadence has no limits.” The 
“whole Anita Berber thing” 
will include, if Hausle has her 
way, translations of Berber’s 
work and biography, plus a 
film. 

For the moment, we’ll 
have to settle for Nina Hagen 
— that’s right, Nina Hagen, 
who will sing four songs com¬ 
posed for the occasion by Al¬ 
phabet Soup, which Hausle 
describes as the “number one 
hip-hop jazz band in SF right 
now.” Peter Stack, of Dead 
Marilyn repute, will MC the 
cabaret-style hommage, for 
which Hyperdelic Video is 
creating interactive videos, to 
include footage from Berber’s 
silent films. Bimbo’s, the 
grande old dame of Frisco 
nightlife, was “only a little 
concerned about the nudity,” 
confided Hausle, “and you 
know, the sort of decadent as¬ 
pect of the show — but now 
they’re so excited,’’ that 
they’re into it. Well, that hap¬ 
pens to people. Hausle hopes 
it’ll happen to the audience, 
who are encouraged to get 
into the act by dusting off 
their Weimaresque duds, for 
which prizes will be awarded. 
▼

short of Sondheim’s bril¬ 
liance. This is a pop song cy¬ 
cle that is often effective and 
bravely ambitious. 

“Genius Child,” with mu¬ 
sic by Ricky Ian Gordon, set 
to poems by Langston Hugh¬ 
es, sounds more conventional¬ 
ly ‘serious’. The spare piano 
accompaniment beautifully 
highlights the superior word 
play.

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John Fisher's 'Napoleon: The Camp-Drag-Disco-MusicalExtravaganza' 

The Man From Corsica Revised

W ith a title like 
Napoleon: The 
Cam p-Drag-Disco- 
Musical Extrava¬ 
ganza, a production had bet¬ 
ter be able to deliver, and for¬ 
tunately, this one does. 
Pageant and La Cage Aux 
Folles have nothing on this 
show, except maybe main¬ 
stream success. A co-produc- 
tion of San Francisco’s Jaw¬ 
bone Theatre Ensemble and 
the UC Berkeley Department 
of Dramatic Art, Napoleon i s 
part Charles Ludlam, part 
English pantomime, part bi¬ 
ography and all entertain¬ 
ment. 

Written and directed by 
UC doctoral candidate John 
Fisher, Napoleon starts off as 
a biography of the self- 
crowned French emperor, but 
Fisher refuses to let prosaic 
history rule here. He immedi¬ 
ately introduces Josephine, 
who is no ordinary woman. 
Josephine is not just played 
by a man in drag; she is a 
man in drag. And Napoleon 
falls instantly for her. Togeth¬ 
er they set out to spread a vi¬ 
sion of the “French Revolu¬ 
tion” not found in any history 
book across the globe. 

As Fisher takes us through 
Napoleon’s life, he leaves no 
stone unturned, no diplomat 
either. They are all here and 
made totally silly: Pope Pius 
VII, the nellie pontiff who 
supports Napoleon until he 
starts carrying on with Czar 
Alexander; King George III of 
England; Holy Roman Em¬ 
peror Leopold II; and Czar 
Alexander I, who allies him¬ 
self with Napoleon for pruri¬ 
ent purposes. In particular, 


George III — played at various 
times by an actor, an actress, 
and a head of cabbage — re¬ 
ceives Fisher’s nastiest barbs. 

This production, besides 
taking place wherever 
Napoleon traveled, namely all 
over the world, is also full of 
music. “Hooked on Classics” 
pales in comparison to musi¬ 
cal director Phil Lowry’s use 
of Verdi, Bach, Rachmani¬ 
noff, Puccini, Mozart, Strauss, 
and a whole gaggle of classi¬ 
cal composers. As no lyricist 
is credited, I presume Fisher 
himself penned the witty 
words to the songs. At times 
the show sounds like an An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber musical, 
only more authentic.

Heck of a Good Time 

Lowry and co-pianist 
Philipp Blume also get into 
the show as Beethoven and 
Haydn respectively. They 
along with 33 other actors, 
most of them UC Berkeley 
students, comprise the cast. 
Although uneven in ability, 
the actors all perform with 
great energy and truly seem 
to be having a heck of a good 
time. 

Performances of particular 
note are Elsa Watthausen as 
the spoiled Hapsburg princess 


Marie-Louise; Jerry A. Lopez 
as Prince Talleyrand, an ex¬ 
cessive devotee of Napoleon; 
Eve Magdalen as George III; 
Ted McClellan as Pius and 
Alexander; and Gabriel Ma- 
cen as Josephine’s drag pal, 
Madame Recamier. 

Paul Tena is terrific as 
Josephine, watching her 
hopes for a revolutionized 
world in which gender is only 
a perspective rise and then 
fall with Napoleon. 

And then there’s 
Napoleon, who, as played by 
Christopher Herold, is an 
exquisite cross of Jack Nichol¬ 
son and Paul Lynde, some-. 
times comic and sometimes 
threatening, but always on 
target. In a performance filled 
with high points, nowhere is 
his talent better displayed 
than in a scene where he 
plays both Napoleon and his 
infant son, Napoleon II. 

For all its fun, Napoleon 
is more than just entertain¬ 
ment. It is a frank and per¬ 
haps even subtle questioning 
of what we perceive as histo¬ 
ry. As clear and lucid as histo¬ 
ry may appear, it is still col¬ 
ored by the perspective and 
prejudices of those who 
record and teach it. 

Somehow I believe that 
the actual historical refer¬ 
ences here (Napoleon’s suc¬ 
cesses and failures in war, his 
desertion of Josephine for a 
Hapsburg princess, and his 
death in exile) are accurate. 
These facts ground this 
wacky life story, giving it a 
strange but comforting sense 
of reality. 

As to playwright and direc¬ 
tor Fisher’s talent, there is no 
question. Even though the 
production runs like a dream 
out of control, a strong under¬ 
lying creative vision keeps ev¬ 
erything on track. How Fish¬

Bikini Kill 
Pussy Whipped 
(Kill Rock Stars) 

This disc has been out for 
a while, but it somehow 
keeps finding its way into my 
stereo. It may be short — the 
discs 12 songs clock in at 
only 25 minutes — but brevity 
lends this recording a sense 
of angry urgency. Not to men¬ 
tion Kathleen Hanna’s intense 
scream-singing. Of course, 
you can’t make out most of it 
without the aid of the lyric 
sheet, but that’s not the point. 
Having coined the slogan, 
“Revolution grrrl style now!” 
Bikini Kill is doing all it can 
to be In Your Face. Their 
abrasive punk-dyke style 
doesn’t necessarily lend itself 
to pristine production values, 
which is good for them, since 
half this album sounds as if it 
had been recorded on a boom 
box in somebody’s garage. 

Cocteau Twins 
Four-Calendar Cafe 
(Capitol) 

Like Bikini Kill, it’s rare 
for Cocteau Twins’ lyrics to 
be anything more than barely 
intelligible. But, unlike the 
aforementioned, vocalist Liz 
Fraser can actually sing, and 
it’s that amazing, heaven-sent 
voice that makes you forget 
that you can’t understand a 
single word she’s saying. Ex¬ 
cept on this new album. For 
the first time Fraser actually 
sings in English, though 
much of it is still gobbledy- 
gook. It’s as if the Cocteaus 
are attempting to break out of 
their precious self-imposed art 
shell, an effort I applaud, 
though it doesn’t necessarily 
enure me to the end result. 
The music here is all quite 
pleasant and safe, but that — 
for me anyway — is the prob¬ 
lem. Stripping away some of 
the trademark guitar textures 
and highlighting traditional 
pop song structures has given 
the material a bright, sickly- 
sweet quality. Gone are the 
dark atmospherics that gave 
the band’s previous releases 
their distinctive, disturbing 
edge. If this is what kicking 
drugs has done for Robin 
Guthrie’s songwriting ability, 
I’d prefer that he stay strung 
out. This is as disappointing 
as their self-designed album 
art. 


Chainsaw Kittens 
Pop Heiress 
(MammothAtlantic) 

This is yet another band in 
the “I liked them better back 
when...” category — though, 
admittedly, since lead singer 
Tyson Meade stopped wear¬ 
ing dresses, their music has 
gotten better. Which is not to 
say that this is a great album. 
It’s not. But as far as glam-in¬ 
fluenced rock songs go *— as 
sung by a whiny femme from 
Oklahoma who is only occa¬ 
sionally annoying — it’s not 
bad. Granted, it sinks into 
mundanity three-quarters of 
the way through, but not be¬ 
fore bowling you over with 
the infectious charm of “Pop 
Heiress Dies” and “Closet 
Song,” a first-side double¬ 
whammy of glistening pop 
brilliance. ▼ 


Dangerous 

Try by Dennis Cooper; Grove Press, $20

ear Mr. Dennis 
Cooper, 

Wow. I’m still 
blown away from 
reading your new novel, Try, 
which is so fucking intense 
it’s hard to describe. Well, ba¬ 
sically it’s about this kid, Zig- 
gy, who has two gay dads, 
both of whom sexually abuse 
him okay, one in a nice way 
by rimming and fisting him, 
the other in a non-nice way,, 
like beating him up and fuck¬ 
ing him since he was 8. Zig- 
gy’s pretty fucked up by all 
this, but he knows it, so he’s 
endearing. 

No one else really writes 
about this kind of dysfunc¬ 
tional stuff, Mr. Cooper. Or if 
it even gets discussed, it’s ei¬ 
ther in a hypersensational, 
alarmist way, like save our 
children! Or else it’s really 
clinical, like in a concerned 
social worker way. But you 
seem unafraid of depraved 
people, getting inside the 
craziness in their heads and 
putting it down on paper in a 
dangerous way. 

Now I’m just a poor hus¬ 
tler, but even I know that 
“gay fiction” doesn’t usually 
begin to cover even my little 
world. But here you’ve got 
this fucked up “gay family”, a 
strung-out smack addict dis¬ 
connecting from everything, a 
maker of kiddie porn, assort¬ 
ed junkies, dealers and child 
abusers, oh and a necrophiliac 
for toppers. The kind of a guy 
who gets into sex with a dead 
kid’s body after it’s been mur¬ 
dered and raped. All in 199 
pages. Cool. 

Boy mutilation sorta 
leaves me queasy, but you 
gotta keep on writing what 
you do, Mr. C. For one thing, 
it takes guts. And the thing is, 
in all this amorality there’s a 
moral in there, somewhere. 
Your books, Safe, Closer, 
Frisk and Wrong, they’re 
like fables, weird, demented 
Aesop’s Fables or something. 
Like, all the animal parts are 
played by humans, but 
they’re still animals some¬ 
how. 

This new novel is like 
you’ve finally zeroed in on 
your subject, like you’ve put 
your finger on the butthole 
you want to explore in depth. 
As Ziggy’s “nice” dad Roger 
puts it in a letter; “To me 
teenaged boys of the sort I 
have indicated are an exam¬ 
ple of human beings at their 
most fiercely alive, 
most...evolved, let me say. 
...As for what I like to do with 
them, rimming’s the technical 
term for it. ‘Eating ass’ is a 
lowlier synonym. Do you 
know that many, many gay 
men are more interested in 
asses than they are in big 
cocks, despite all the hype to 
the contrary?” To Rog, ex¬ 
ploring Zig’s crevice as fully 
as possible — with his tongue, 
with his forearm — is just get¬ 
ting to know youth. 

The creepier characters 
are probably as close as we’re 
going to get to the representa¬ 
tion of a Jeffrey Dahmer or a 
John Gacy in fiction. Ziggy, 
meanwhile, is a sweet, pathet¬ 
ic antihero, lost in a Cooper- 
ish nightmare world. He wal¬ 
lows in insecurity like he 
reeks of B.O., a real boy, 
maybe a little weirded-out all 
the time. He sort of balances 
out all the other horrors. Try 


is your best book yet, dead¬ 
pan like the rest, but more 
modulated, textured. Reading 
it put me in a real zoned-out 
place, but it wasn’t a downer. 
Try isn’t bleak, it’s charged 
on the energy of your lan¬ 
guage and vision. It even has 
a happy ending, sort of.

here’s a hilarious audience 
pleaser. Sadly, the crowd 
stopped laughing when direc¬ 
tor Kristiene Clarke revealed 
that Bernhard has blocked 
distribution of this flick in 
America. Although Bernhard, 
who likes the final product, 
okayed the film for a BBC air¬ 
ing, she’s afraid U.S. distribu¬ 
tion will pummel her image. 

Danish director Knud 
Vesterskov’s complex By the 
Dawn’s Early Light, is the 
visual equivalent of great po¬ 
etry. Each frame has been 
painstakingly constructed. Us¬ 
ing fragments from cult writ¬ 
er David Wojnarowicz’s 
“Close To The Knives” (the 
late author reads his own 
words), we are taken on a 
frightening acid trip, one that 
is at turns erotic and sadistic, 
and always enticing; it’s a 
journey through a rotting car¬ 
nival called America. 

Director Gregg Bordowitz’ 
terrific AIDS semi-documen¬ 
tary, Fast Trip, Long Drop, 
records Alter Allesman’s feel¬ 
ings about his contraction of 
AIDS, his revelations on 
learning he was homosexual, 
his parents’ reactions to ev¬ 


erything occurring to him and 
the tie-in of AIDS to his Jew¬ 
ishness. The witty film ends 
with the Allesman character, 
portrayed by Bordowitz, get¬ 
ting driving lessons in 1995. 
This is a must-see film — and 
you will, readers, for it’s been

chosen as the closing night 
feature in June’s Gay and Les¬ 
bian Film Festival. 

One acclaimed documen¬ 
tary that has already been 
purchased by PBS for a June 
airing is Teodoro Maniaci’s 
and Francine Rzeznik’s One 
Nation Under God. This pro¬ 
duction, which has already 


been screened in several San 
Francisco film feativals, ex¬ 
plores organizations that con¬ 
vert homosexuals to hetero¬ 
sexuality. One of its more 
ironic stories concerns the 
two men who started the 
Christian organization, Exo¬ 
dus International. After the 
two converted to heterosexu¬ 
ality, they got married to 
women, had children and 
made their organization an in¬ 
ternational success. But ten 
years later, after realizing 
they were in love with each 
other, they quit Exodus — 
which still exists — and got 
married. 

Eagle Scout, the Story of 
Henry Nicols concentrates 
on a teenager who (he was in¬ 
fected with HIV at age 12) 
musters the courage to let the 
world know he’s infected. At 
his first press conference, he 
notes, “Until yesterday I nev¬ 
er told anybody that I had 
AIDS. I never told my best 
friend, a girlfriend or a rela¬ 
tive...If I had cancer or 
leukemia, I could have told 
anyone.” 

The film captures the 
boy’s efforts to live a normal 
life, which includes his at¬ 
tempts to become an Eagle 
Scout, the Boy Scout’s high¬ 
est honor. The only thing 


lacking in this fine feature is 
that it never directly states 
that if Henry had been gay, 
the Boy Scouts and other sup¬ 
porters like General 


Schwartzkopf, would never 
have been by his side and 
that then-President George 
Bush would not have sent 
him a congratulatory tele¬ 
gram. 

Arthur Dong’s timely 
Coming Out Under Fire, 
based upon Allan Berube’s 
book, is a fusion of actual 
World War II army training 
films and interviews with 
nine men and women who, 
besides fighting our nation’s 
battles, wound up fighting 
our nation’s bigotry. 

David Adkin’s Out: Stories 
of Lesbian and Gay Youth 
focuses upon the struggles of 
young gays and lesbians of 
varied ethnicity and degrees 
of masculinity and femininity. 
In between their tales, Kids in 
the Hall’s Scott Thompson 
tells of the time he told a fag- 
basher: “You’re going into a 
world that is changing — dras¬ 
tically. And in ten years, it’s 
going to be uncool to hate ho¬ 
mosexuals, as it is to be 
racist. So you better get ready 
for that world.” 

Earthy lesbians 

One quirky film that 
caused quite a stir was Rose 
Troche’s Go Fish, a black- 
and-white comedy that chron¬ 
icles the daily exploits of a 
group of earthy lesbians. One 
named Max hasn’t had sex in 
months; can she fall for the 
much older, hippyish Ely? 
Well, as soon as Ely gets a 
butch haircut, you can hear 
the wedding bells chime. 

John Greyson’s Zero Pa¬ 
tience is an AIDS musical 
with singing anuses, an oper¬ 
atic HIV virus that swims in a 
puddle of blood, plus a nudie 
Can-Can in a bath house. The 
story follows Sir Richard Bur¬ 
ton as he puts together a mu¬ 
seum exhibit chronicling the 
start of AIDS. He pins the 
disease on Patient Zero, the 
infamous Canadian airline 
steward. It ain’t Gigi, but it’s 
certainly better than The 
Man of La Mancha. Sample 
song titles: “Pop a Boner” and 
“The Butthole Duet.” 

Among the many shorts, 
Camera Obscura’s New Free¬ 
dom (U.S.A.; 9 minutes) was 
definitely the zaniest. A 
young woman with an uncon¬ 
trollable menstrual flow is 
tired of being teased by the 
boys in her class. So, in an act 
of revenge, she performs a 
hysterectomy on herself and 
serves her baked uterus on 
crackers to her former tor-

kiss just a little,” suggests 
Nancy, the next day. “That’s 
ridiculous,” says Roseanne 
tenuously. It is a rare display 
of uncertainty for the ever 
confident Roseanne. Here, 
she begins to fear being gay 
and that it’s not o.k. The 
scene is an indication both to 
herself and to those around 
her that Roseanne is not as 
“cool” as she thinks she is. 

“This is exactly why I 
didn’t want to invite you in 
the first place,” says an angry 


Nancy later in the episode. 
“Because you’re a total hyp¬ 
ocrite.” 

Queer-sensitive 

But no matter how flawed 
the fictional Roseanne Conner 
may be, Roseanne Arnold — 
the real life comic — has al¬ 
ways been an astute social 
critic. And her grasp of gay- 
related humor is no excep¬ 
tion. At the top of the show, 
when she and Jackie walk 
into the bar, Jackie spots her 
“mailman...woman...lesbian.” 
The postal worker waves and 
Jackie says to Roseanne, “She

mentors. 

Heavy Blow deals with a 
tough guy who unknowingly 
gay bashes his girl friend’s 
best pal; in Thick Lips Thin 
Lips, two men, one Chinese, 
one black, keep kissing even 
when confronted by homo¬ 
phobia and racism. Sande 
Zeig’s Central Park captured 
a black lesbian with a pierced 
nipple making love to a white 
lesbian in a canoe. Later the 
white woman is seen hump¬ 
ing the same canoe, but now 
it’s full of flowers. In these 
films, important matters are 
dealt with swiftly and with a 
steady hand. 

The Gay Teddy Awards, 
which are presented annually 
by the International Gay and 
Lesbian Film Festival Associ¬ 
ation (IGLFFA), are possibly 
the most prestigious gay film 
awards available. This year 
they were given out in the gi¬ 
ant concert hall, Metropol. 
The place was packed — tush 
to tush. Entertainment includ¬ 
ed Jimmy Summerville and a 
singing cowboy who stripped. 

The Awards: 

The Magnus Readers 
Award for Best Gay Film: 
Heavy Blow. U.S. director 
Hoang A. Duong, on accept¬ 


ing the award, noted his film 
wasn’t a gay film because it 
didn’t go to bed with other 
films of the same sex. 

Metropol Audience Fa¬ 
vorite: Fresa Y Chocolate 
(Strawberry and Chocolate). 
Cuban directors Tomas 
Gutierrez Alea and Juan Car¬ 
los Tabio tell the love story 
between a young political 
straight who worships Castro 
and an artistic gay man with 
democratic leanings who tries 
to get his clothes off by 
spilling coffee on them. 

IGLFFA Teddy Award for 
Best Short: Carmelita Tropi- 
cana: Your Kunst Is Your 
Waffen.

Jackie’s own homophobia. 
There is no attack on gay or 
lesbian lifestyles. She revers¬ 
es the more traditional Dice 
Clay equation that fags and 
dykes are legitimate fodder 
for comedy, and instead 
skewers homophobes, who’ve 
long been ripe for the comedy 
bin. 

When the two sisters sit 
down at the bar, an attractive, 
tattooed barmaid says to 
them, “It’s nice to see some 


new faces around here.” Then 
she fixes her gaze on 
Roseanne and adds, “especial¬ 
ly pretty ones like yours.” 

“Well, thank you...Marge,” 
says Roseanne, as she reads 
the barmaid’s nametag 
“You’re not so bad yourself.” 
Jackie, freaked out that she’s 
even in the bar, whispers to 
Roseanne, “What are you do¬ 
ing?” And Rosie responds, 
“I’m doing what I do in any 
bar, scoring free drinks.” 

Once again, it’s a funny 
gay joke, without a trace of 
homophobia. If anything 
Arnold levels the playing 
field. Where free drinks are 
involved, there is no differ¬ 
ence between a straight bar¬ 
tender hitting on her and a 
gay one doing the same. That 
is her bottom line. It is 
Roseanne as equalizer. 

Skewers self 

The show’s best line be¬ 
longs to Leon, who tells 
Roseanne upon seeing her in 


the bar that he wasn’t sure it 
was really her or a “drag 
queen doing a really bad Liz 
Taylor.” 

If that sounds mean, that’s 
because it is — the line skew¬ 
ers Roseanne, which is what 
this episode is all about. Oth¬ 
er sitcoms tackling gay sub¬ 
jects merely preach “toler¬ 
ance” of gays and lesbians — 
which is shallow because it 
implies that there’s something 
“wrong” with us that requires 
tolerance — but Arnold peels 
off that liberal facade and 
asks what’s wrong with her¬ 
self. She confronts her own 
character’s deep-seated big¬ 
otry. 

In real life, and on televi¬ 
sion, Roseanne Arnold is an 
activist, for women’s rights, 
civil rights, and lesbian and 
gay rights. This episode tests 
whether or not she can prac¬ 
tice what she preaches. The 
TV Roseanne did just okay, 
but the real-life Roseanne 
aced the test. ▼

Steven Scarborough's Sweaty Spectacular Sexcapades

Of course, fantasies of 
submission, capture and tor¬ 
ture being carried out by 
Nazified muscle thugs reeks 
of political incorrectitude, as 
does a fair number of the 
fucking scenes (and there are 
many, all using latex con¬ 
doms, thank you). But the 
agenda-impaired will be 
pleased by the presence of a 
well-picked, slightly multira¬ 
cial cast, one packed with a 
variety of celebs and local 
rent boys. Above all, the in¬ 
tensity of sexual expression 
and variety of action (jack 
off, table-top three-ways, 
mangy roll-in-the-hay hump¬ 
ing) should please every sor¬ 
did taste no matter their polit¬ 
ical bent. This is a seamy, 
sexy farce, after all, and, hey, 
some of these guys can really 
act! 

Like a queer Salon Kitty, 
this reincarnated SA (the gay 
wing of the SS, exterminated 
in the Night of the Long 
Knives) is allowed its sordid 
excess, only to be vanquished 
by the do-good heroes 
(Awww). 

Fists and enemas 

Falcon’s amusing infatua¬ 
tion with fisting is also includ¬ 
ed, as is an extended torture 
scene in which a runaway sex 
slave submits to a 40-gallon 
enema. (Highly ridiculous! If 
the poor pup had actually tak¬ 
en in that much fluid he’d be 
as bloated as Violet Beaure- 
garde in Willy Wonka and 
the Chocolate Factory). 

My only qualm with this 
tape is that while it’s delight¬ 
fully permissive anally, that 
liberality does not extend to 
all aspects of the film: for in¬ 
stance, the scene with four 
uniformed gents urinating 
never dares to show wieners 
gushing. What a piss-off! 

These caveats aside, the se¬ 
quel and conclusion of this 
ambitious trilogy are highly 
amusing. After enjoying them 
yourself (rent or buy them 
both to get the truly excessive 
thrill), they make a perfect 
party tape, a strangely com¬ 
pelling combination of fascist 
fashion, furious fucking and 
cocky camp. ▼

In Part 2, Redemption, 
court wizard Ggreg Taylor, in 
the most fabulous drag- 
cameo-in-porn of the decade 
(sorry Chi-Chi), forces the 
midget wizard to use his heal¬ 
ing powers on Prince Dezer- 
ad (played by a swarthy and 
gorgeous hunk with a mas¬ 
sive pole). It seems the 
Prince, not unlike many 
mere humans, needs constant 
sex to stay alive. To fulfill his 
constant craving, hunk after 


hunk is kidnapped and forced 
into sex, but, naturally, most 
don’t put up much of a fuss. 

Tom Katt is a drunken 
prison guard who gets gang- 
raped (a hard term for a mus¬ 
cle lush who simply couldn’t 
say no if his sphincter de¬ 


pended on it) by a herd of 
randy prisoners. It’s an amus¬ 
ing highlight, with the echo¬ 


ing chorus of “Fuck! Fuck!” 
sounding like an X-rated 
cheerleading squad. 

The leading roles, in 
charming opposition, are 
blondie Jesse Tyler and nasty 
man Zak Spears (thank God 
for body hair!). While Zak 
gets his boots licked by a 
leashed trio of masked slaves, 
Jesse, in other scenes, boffs 
his boyfriend farewell as he 
heads off to save the captives. 
The two finally end up 
wrestling over the box con¬ 
taining the Prince’s magic se¬ 
cret, but it’s each other’s box¬ 
es they really want — and get 
— in this thorough fuck scene. 


“Excess is best” seems to 
be the guiding aesthetic be¬ 
hind the expansive porn trilo¬ 
gy of Steven Scarborough, 
the director of flesh adven¬ 
tures The Conflict and Re¬ 
demption. While Hollywood 
has shown us time and again 
that sequels are proof only of 
the law of diminishing re¬ 
turns, these two sequels are 
surprisingly fresh additions to 
Scarborough’s burgeoning 
oeuvre. 

Using an impressive array 
of tracking shots, multiple 
subplots and scads of hot 
uniformed hunks in ware¬ 
house settings, Scarborough 
has created an uber-genre all 
its own, an elaborate mili¬ 
taristic cabal of sex slaves, 
taunting officers and un¬ 
leashed fantasies. 

Some favorites don’t get 
much screen time. Poor little 
Rob Cryston, chained to a 
wall, peels potatoes and sucks 
off leatherman Iron Mike 
Pereyra, but doesn’t get any 
other action.

Jake Andrews also gets 
meager flesh time, but his 
moments of loving torture 
with a hung-by-the-wrists, then 
kneeling Chance Caldwell 
ejaculating on his boots are 
terr gutt. 

Cliff Parker also gets short 
shrift, but shines in his mo¬ 
ment of nearly no-hands ejac¬ 
ulation. He could lead this re¬ 
viewer around on a collar any 
night.

Making the Stretch 
Toward Flexibility

T he entire concept of 
flexibility is an inter¬ 
esting one. Whether 
one is speaking of the 
physical or the emotional, the 
ability to be flexible seems to 
be a valued trait and implies 
a healthier, more fully inte¬ 
grated individual. 

An athlete who displays an 
excellent range of motion, for 
instance, is usually considered 
to be in better shape than one 
who does not. Along these 
same lines, an individual who 
displays emotional or mental 
flexibility — such as the ability 
to adapt, to see another’s 
point of view, etc. — is also 
usually viewed to be in “bet¬ 
ter shape” than one who does 
not. 

So why is it that either 
none or very little of the skills 
necessary for these grand 
feats were ever taught us in 
school? And why is it that, 
even while possessing some 
knowledge in these areas, 
many of us tend to ignore 
skill strengthening of this 
type in lieu of something 
else? 

Examples pertaining to 
the physical arena are fairly 
obvious: bodybuilders who re¬ 
member cardiovascular exer¬ 
cise to lose fat and weight 
training to build muscle but 
skimp on the time devoted to 
stretching. Runners who will 
devote an hour a day to run¬ 
ning but never seem to have 
time for pre- or post-stretch 
routines until they suffer in¬ 
juries. The list is endless. 

Valuable Qualities 

It seems that, on a cultural 
level, qualities such as 
strength and a “good-looking 
body” are emphasized more 
than a body which is internal¬ 
ly healthy or flexible. Perhaps 
people feel that “flexibility” is 
an invisible quality and there¬ 
fore not as valuable. Howev¬ 
er, it can be incredibly visible, 
because an inflexible body 
sticks out like a sore thumb. 

Search your memory 
banks for the last time you 
noticed a person with an in¬ 
flexible body. Perhaps you 
didn’t even recognize it as 
such, but you probably made 
note of it just the same: an el¬ 
derly person walking down 
the street bent over; a person 
with a stiff, disjointed gait; 
someone whose neck seemed 
unable to move independent¬ 
ly of the head or shoulders. 
These are all signs of physical 
inflexibility. 

In fact, oftentimes these 
are also signs of mental or 
emotional inflexibility. With 
years of studying movement 
psychology (the relationship 
between the emotional and 
the physical body) behind me, 
it is fairly easy for me to rec¬ 
ognize an inflexible attitude 
in an individual by observing 
their body. Which comes first 
is hard to say. 

Examples of mental/emo¬ 
tional inflexibility abound as 
well: business owners who 
refuse to change with the 
times, bosses who refuse to 
listen to their employees, cou¬ 


ples who just can’t hear the 
other’s side because they’re 
too busy telling their own. In 
many communities that I’m a 
part of, it seems that there is 
more emphasis on defining 
our own needs (not that I dis¬ 
agree with that) than compro¬ 
mising our own needs. In 
other words, if you can’t get 
what you want with one part¬ 
ner, or one boss, there are a 
lot of other fish (partners, 
jobs) in the sea. 

There are reasons for this 
attitude, of course. Though 
we may have been told as 
kids that it’s nice to share our 
toys or our candy, I believe 
that, in general, emotional 
and mental flexibility is not 
stressed as a positive at¬ 
tribute.

Though sociological stud¬ 
ies suggest that girls are 
reared to compromise more 
than boys, cultural values still 
seem to lean more toward the 
ability to be independent, 
stand our ground, know what 
we want, get it and keep it. 
And though I consider myself 
the least likely candidate to 
talk intelligently about rela¬ 
tionships, I wonder if this is 
one reason why so many of 
them fail. In an age when 
having fluid boundaries can 
earn one a co-dependent la¬ 
bel, seeing the other guy’s 
point of view is often con¬ 
demned rather than con¬ 
doned. 

This is all crazy-making in 
light of the fact that there is 
still a standard out there 
somewhere that says a flexi¬ 
ble person (physical and/or 
mental-emotional) is a valu¬ 
able and healthy one. The 
question is, how can we learn 
to be more flexible without 
feeling that we are giving up 
our true selves? 

Narrow Boundaries 

Perhaps we define our 
boundaries too narrowly. Per¬ 
haps if we can expand the 
world we live in, the space 
that we define as ours, ven¬ 
turing out a little further from 
our core selves will not feel 
like visiting a foreign country 
or a symbolic death. 

Consider a physical exam¬ 
ple: a person with limited 
flexibility in various leg mus¬ 
cles will interpret (and rightly 
so) a request to do a full split 
as dangerous. However, if 
she/he had been stretching 
daily, pushing that envelope | 


more, that request might be 
perceived as an achievable, 
possibly even pleasurable, 
challenge. If we are able to 
expand our boundaries by 
stretching from the inside out, 
we may be able to enlarge 
our world without feeling like 
we are leaving ourselves. 

On a mental or emotional 
level, there are many possible 
examples. Perhaps in the past 
we have let ourselves be de¬ 
fined by certain fears, such as 
a fear of heights, flying or 
driving, or certain social situ¬ 
ations. Or perhaps we have 
limited who we are by certain 
dislikes (particular foods, peo¬ 
ple, places). Pushing the 
boundaries in these cases 
would involve meeting these 
fears or dislikes and ventur¬ 
ing out a little more each 
time — slowly, like a careful 
stretch. 

After a few encounters 
with a particular type of food, 
for example, maybe “dislike” 
will be exchanged for another 
feeling. Perhaps after enough 
times in a fearful social situa¬ 
tion, the sensation felt will 


come to be defined as a slight 
discomfort, no longer fear, no 
longer a restricting factor. I 
love having boundaries, yet I 
hate being restricted. That is 
where the elusive concept of 
flexibility comes in for me. 

Because the physical is of¬ 
ten interchangeable with the 
mental/emotional, it doesn’t 
necessarily matter where you 
start. Meeting your fears will 
probably indirectly soften up 
your body. Stretching physi¬ 
cally may help to expand 


your mind. Practitioners of 
hatha yoga certainly believe 
that. 

In my next article I will re¬ 
view some physical exercises, 
as well as some mental ones, 
for stretching the envelope. In 
the meantime, if this is an 
area of interest for you, doing 
some writing or meditation 
on some possible areas of in¬ 
flexibility in your own life 
can help begin the process. 
Awareness is always the first 
step. ▼
